W a s h in g to n , April 20th.—The House re­ 
sumed consideration of tbe Indian appro­ 
priation bill to-day, the pending question 
being on the motion of Randall ot Pennsyl­ 
vania to strike out the Uhoctaw judgment 
section. The motion was lost and tbe bill 
was passed. 
Townshend of Illinois, from the Com­ 
mittee on Military Affairs, reported the bill 
placing General W, F. (“Baldy”) Smith on 
the retired list, with tne rank of Major- 
General. Private calendar. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the pension appropriation bill. 
Henderson of Iowa alluded to the recent 
action of the House regarding the purchase 
of bonds with the surplus, in order to dis­ 
pel doubts in the mind of the President as 
to his authority to purchase bonds. In 
examining the Arrears of Pension Act 
it would be found that there was no limita­ 
tion as to the time when claims should be 
filed. The only limitation ever placed 
upon that Act was found in an appropria­ 
tion bill. He called the attention of the 
administration to this fact, for if the Presi­ 
dent had trouble in buying bonds with the 
surplus he should have equal difficulty in 
not allowing arrears of pensions. He ap­ 
pealed to the President to be consistent and 
allow arrears of pensions to those who 
filed their claims within the provisions of 
the Act. 
Henderson then referred to the Adminis­ 
tration Mexican pension law. So rapid 
was tlie 
Pension Bureau, he said, in 
recognizing claims nnder this law, that 
pensions wore allowed before the claimant 
ever piyt in his claim, and certificates were 
issue : When the beneficiary did not know 
he was a claimant In proof of tiiis assertion 
he sent to the Clerk s desk and had read an 
article in a Chicago paper to the effect that 
Commissioner Black bad issued a pension 
certificate to ex-Congressmcn Morrison— 
notwithstanding be was iuformed that 
Morrison's name did not appear on the list 
of applicants—and that Morrison bad re­ 
turned it, stating that he had never applied 
for a pension. 
Outhwaite asked Henderson to prove an­ 
other similar case, saying tbat he was 
anxious Henderson should keep to the 
truth.

In the fall cut off all wood and 
, canes not wanted, and then late in the 
! spring reduce the long canes to two bud?. 
: By that means any danger front frost may 
be avoided, as the terminal buds expand 
on long canes and leave the lower buds 
dormant. 
Mr. Maslin cultivates three or 
four times and piov».. each way as many 
times as jiossible. 
He does not summer 
prune, but “ disbuds” so a to keep back all 
superabundant canes. His vines are nearly 
all grafted on Hiparía, Iluprcrtriit, and 
Californita resistant roots, and we quote 
Mr. Maslin on a very important point as 
follows: 
. 
“ Leonard Coates, of Napa, is entirely 
j mistaken when lie says that the Calijormcu 
' will not grow well on dry soils. 
The 
Riparia grows in most kinds of soils. 
Its 
defects are that its roots are surface feeders 
and very gross. 
The RuprestrU is adapted 
to very dry soils, but it does not take the 
graft readily. 
The merits of the Culi for­ 
nica are that it sends its roots down to 
moisture and takes the graft inore readily 
than any other resistant vine, the los- not 
being more than ten per cent. 
The opin­ 
ion of most persons who have investigated 
the subject is that the Californiat is a 
thoroughly good resistant vine. 
1 have a 
plat of ten acres of Zinfandel grapes. 
Six 
acres are grafted on 
1 ffia 
Californicn, 
while a border of four acres is grafted on 
their own roots. 
They are all in the same 
kind of soil, of the same asiiett and arc 
growing under the same conditions. 
Tlie 
buds of the vines on their own roots ex­ 
pand fully two weeks in advance of the 
others. 
It a frost should come within 
those two weeks I would lose the buds on 
the Zinfandel roots, while the buds on the 
Califomiea roots would not be injured— 
a fact woith countless dollars in case of 
frost.” 
The first crop from the Maslin vineyard 
was obtained two years ago when tbe Zin- 
fandels bore three tons an acre, which were 
sold in Sacramento at $22 a ton. 
This is 
considered a good crop for tlie first year in 
bearing. 
A larger acreage will produce 
this year, and the prosiiective returns from 
this vineyard are considerable. In another 
year or two the owner will begin making 
sherry, and he will have the only distinc­ 
tive sherry vineyard in this part of the 
¡state. Pino will tie benefited by liis efforts, 
and the study of viticulture on this coast 
will iie helped by his enterprise in discov­ 
ering and working a field of his own.

EXTRAORDINARY FECUSDIIY 
RABBITS ILLUSTRATED. 


W ill A u stralia’s E xperience o f 
R a b b it Scourge be O u rs? — 
B eagle vs. B unny.

W ith regard to the rabbit scourge there 
are abundant signs of history repeating 
itself in the case of California, w ith all 
the horrors that have attended ¡ fee dissem­ 
ination of the [dague in the Australian 
colonies. 
Few people realize w ith any 
degree of vividness the enormous propor­ 
tions which this evil promises to swell to 
in a few years eeless timely measures ire 
taken for lim iting its ravages. 
The extra­ 
ordinary fects-ndity of the rabbit leads to 
rapid m ultiplication in geometrical pro-' 
gression, so -tiiat given favorable circum ­ 
stances, the stun of fee progeny of any 
single pair if rodents in a particelur num ­ 
ber of veers can be foretold with tolerabl 
accuracy. 
It is the problem of th e black­ 
sm ith's pennies, fan iliar to our arithm e­ 
tical childhood, 
fie got one cent for ■ the 
first nai’. driven 'into the horseshoe, but 
two cents for the-second, four -cents for the 
third, and so on in pro[iortion, till when 
he’d driven the thirteenth nail there was 
a m atter of §4? coming to him.

SITUATION HOPELESS IN AUSTRALIA. 
The situation in A ustralia is gravely 
umined up the same report as “ hopeless,” 
unless some plan be hit upon which will 
minimize the rabbit hordes Compared with 
the latter country, California offers twice 
the inducements for the fertilization of 
four-footed vermin. 
The Pacific slope is a 
stranger to the droughts, which, lasting 
sometimes for sucoessive years, impose an 
effectual check on the too rapid m ultipli­ 
cation of wild game. 
If then in a country 
where an almost rainless climate plays a 
most im portant part in retarding the re­ 
production of species, if notwithstanding 
the checks which withered vegetation and 
dried up streams are to the survival of 
only but an insignificant percentage of the 
very fittest, if notwithstanding these draw­ 
backs to the perpetuation of kind, the 
rabbit in a few short years threatens to be 
the only living animal on the continent; 
what must lie anticipated in the case of 
California, where 


NO DRAGS ON SEX U AX-T. ULTI PLICATION 
May be said to exist" 
At the present 
moment the hordes of Master Bunny are 
more minatory to the agricultural pros­ 
perity of this State than were the hordes 
of A ttila to the civilization of Europe 
a thousand years ago. 
Forewarned, how­ 
ever, is forearmed; and if these rem arks of 
mine lead to a popular realization of the 
evil we are threatened with, they will not 
have been made in vain. 
Slowly, but for 
years, the rabbit evil has been enlarging, 
but there are few who have fully and 
completely appreciated the real gravity of 
its consequences. 
Demedies which, in the 
case of Australia, it is too late to apply 
now, may in our own instance be resorted 
to, with every prospect that they will ef­ 
fect the wished-for cure. 
But for the 
latter to be accomplished, the application 
of the former must he immediate and thor­ 
ough, or else when the evil has attained to 
a rather larger growth, we shall he as ira- 
[wtent to grapple with it as are the un­ 
happy Australians. 
It is a well-known 
fact that the 
epidemics and scourges 
which have worked the human race most 
harm have always beer, singularly unno- 
ticeable ami stealthy iu their approaches. 
An evil whose signs are not visible under 
a noonday sun, people are apt to cherish a 
contempt fcr, forgetting th a t it is just this 
class of evil which is the 


MOST D EA DLY IN ITS CONSEQUENCES. 
This rem ark applies with singular force 
to the rabbit scourge, whose ravages escape 
notice because they are mostly perpetrated 
under cover of darkness. 
Brer Rabbit has 
a sinister habit of getting his fine work in 
of a night, when the decent people whom 
he is ruining are asleep. 
H ardly a sign 
of him is visible hv day. 
Travelers by the 
night mail coaches along the south bank 
of the river Murray have described the 
noise nu.de by rabbits as they cleared off 
from the advancing gleaming "coach-light 
as like the natter of hail. 
.In Australia 
«tarvuiion !. l« been a factor in thinning 
out the rabbit legions which it nan never 
l>e here, the bare idea of a rabbit perish­ 
ing from lack of nourishment in the teem­ 
ing grain-fit. Ids and vineyards cf: die Pacific 
'slope being enough to provoke a smile 
from the utter impossibility of-such a 
tthing happening. 
It will lie .seen, there­ 
fore. that the conditions which

W hat I would suggest is that public opin­ 
ion should compel every farmer and sett tr 
throughout the rabbit-infested areas to 
keep a couple of hounds (not dogs, and least 
of alt fysts), the presence of which ani­ 
mals on a ranch is the surest way of exter­ 
m inating the rabbit pest that 1 know of. 
In 1882, when General McCoinb assumed 
control of the State Prison here, several 
thousand vines were put out as an experi­ 
ment to see w hether the soil on the State 
domain was adapted for the growth of 
grapes. For a while the experiment prom­ 
ised ¡veil, last as soon as the young vines 
exhibited any leaf, they were immediately 
pounced ion by the rabbits and injspite of 
every precaution taken to guard the young 
shoots, th e latter, one and all, become the 
prey of the velvet-toed vermin.

Aluce the introduction of hounds fewre (the 
class we particularly favor and find most 
sseful is a cross between the English fox­ 
hound or beagle and tfee Siberian houndb 
we have never been troubled with rabbits, 
and believe our 
im m unity 
from this 
scourge to be entirely due to the presence 
amongst us of members of the particular 
breeds of dogs here indicated. Swift of 
foot the beagle bloodhound is not, but with 
gravhounds as allies no rabbits will w ill­ 
ingly make their homes where both types| [ 
of canine are to he found. 
The chief m erit of the former sort is that 
he is of nocturnal habits, and as it is at 
night much more than in the daytime that 
the rabbits do the greatest amount of mis­ 
chief, it is here that the habits of the 
heavier class of hound are of most service 
to is owner. 
1 would recommend that 
public opinion coerce every farmer and 
settler in the rabbit infected districts into

Of each type 1 have described, for I am 
convinced that if the practice were uni­ 
versally adopted both rabbits and coyotes 
would disap[iear. 
Lurchers, 
fysts and 
mongrels arc no use and are a reflection on 
the taste of those who keep such beasts, 
but good hounds not only pay for their 
keep, but are an ornament and safeguard 
to the homestead as well. 
In the matter 
of organizing drives it will he seen at a 
glance how the presence of well-trained 
hounds at every homestead and farm- 
building would contribute to the success 
of the former. 
It should he a m atter of 
pride to every farmer to have his dogs as 
clever as possible, for which purpose his 
sons should he pressed into the service as 
trainers, an occupation far more whole­ 
some and inexpensive for young men than 
laying around saloons. 
A rabbit-drive, 
instead of being as it is now, an incident 
of uncommon occurrence, could be organ 
ized fortnightly or monthly, and might be 
made the occasion of a lot of innocent fan 
and merry-making. The success of these 
drives depends of course in great measure 
011 the number of hounds that can be got 
to take part in them, and where two or 
three of these animals are to be found at 
every famrhouse, the hunters m ight take 
the field with a pack four or five hundred 
strong. 
NATIONAL PASTIME. 
Thus would lie initiated a national pas­ 
time, healthy in its pursuit, moral in its 
lessons, and utilitarian its ends. 
T hat the 
rabbit plague is a serious menace to our 
prosperity, is admitted on all hands, hut if 
we want to be delivered from its conse­ 
quences, something mure is demanded of 
us than merely sitting down and contemp­ 
lating its extension with supine wonder. I 
am well assured that the evil can be suc­ 
cessfully combatted at the present stage of 
its growth, and if what I have here ad­ 
vanced will provoke communications on 
the subject, 1 shall not regret the time 
which I have given to the compilation of 
this article.

M e r i d a , Yucatom, A p r il 5, 1888. 
It poems incredible th at n e x t door to 
the U nited States, w ith in v. few day’s jour­ 
ney from Xew Y ork or Vhicago, is a sec­ 
tion of country almost ■enknown to E uro­ 
peans, whose uneonquervd tribes still live 
in the same wild way as their ancestors 
before the Christian era ; but even more 
incredible does it appear that the M exi­ 
cans, who claim to possess th at hit of te rri­ 
tory, know as little about it as their 
N orthern neighbors, and wisely keep at 
respectful distance. 
The greater portion of this Yucatan pe­ 
ninsula is a [icrfect terra incognita, oí which 
white men know absolutely nothing be­ 
yond what may be seen along the coast and 
gathered from Indian traditions—and of 
the latter, nobody knows where to draw 
the line between history awlfiction, fact 
and fable. 
For many years Yucatan has been t he 
Siberia of Mexico, w hither arc exiled the 
offenders of whom the Government does 
not know w hat to do with, since the 
amended Constitution of the Liberal party 
practically does away with capital punish­ 
m ent. 
It Is handy in case of political 
criminals and troublesome people gener­ 
ally—who might turn up again if banished 
elsewhere—for from that bourne none have 
ever returned, 
it has been the fashion to 
conduct such obnoxious persons, under 
m ilitary guard, to the frontier of Yucatan 
civilization, or to some out-of-the-way 
landing-place along the coast—and simply 
let them go. 
W hat liecomes of them none 
can tell. 
The interior is known to be [xip- 
ulatcd by a warlike people, 
who have 
towns and cities and a certain degree of 
semi-barbaric civilization. 
W hether they 
enslave new-comers, or naturalize and 
make citizens of them, or pu t them to 
death, is food for conjecture. Probably the 
mystery of it adds to the punishment its 
greatest terrors. 
However, it is a well- 
known truth that among the unfortunates 
condemned to Yucatan, few reach their 
destination, the soldiers in charge having 
secret orders to give tiie prisoners op[iortu- 
nities to escape, and to shoot them down 
the instant the seeming chance is acted 
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T h e S k y la r k . 
The Force! and Stream prints the follow­ 
ing interesting observations, from a gen’ 
tlemau on Long Island, X. Y .: 
• )ne day during the early part of last 
spring, while noting the early arrivals, 
was agreeably surprised to find my old 
friends the skylarks flourishing in in 
creased numbers. 
My acquaintance with this superb alien 
songster dates from the spring of 1885. 
Looking over mv note book, I find that 1 
first recognized this bird as the skylark 011 
March 30, 1885. 
The spring previous I 
had seen a number, at different times, 
poised high up in the air, flooding the 
earth beneath with their incomparable 
notes: but the authors puzzled me for a 
long time. 
The bobolink never gets as far 
north as this by the first of April, nor do 
they sing when hovering 500 yards above 
the ground. .Surely the shore lark could 
not sing with su.ch untiring energy. 
1 was 
perfectly satisfied that it was neither of 
these birds, and found myself at a loss for 
even a supposition when their identity 
was in question. 
One quiet day during the year 18851 
saw several hovering over a field, and de­ 
termined, if possible, to settle the question. 
W atching one of them until finished with 
his song, I saw him gradually drop lower 
and lower, until when w ithin about sixty 
feet of the ground lie fell as if shot, catch­ 
ing himself two or three feet above the 
field and sailing off a Little distance and 
alighting. Crawling and sneaking along a 
hedge brought me w ithin twenty feet of 
the little Orpheus, and with feelings pecu­ 
liar to enthusiastic ornithologists 1 recog­ 
nized the European skylark. 
So close 
was I to the little beauty that the bright 
glitter of his little black eves, the nervous 
pla* of the dark crest nnd the long, char­ 
acteristic hind toe were plainly discern­ 
ible. 
‘ 
Here was a novelty in the bird line 
within a few miles of the city of Brook­ 
lyn. and 011 every opportunity I had during 
the succeeding seasons I watched with in­ 
creasing interest their progress toward 
secure foothold among the birds of the 
I nited States. 
Judging from last spring's 
observations, there seeius to he no question 
as to ti’.ei- future existence. 
They seem 
to lie m ultiplying rapidly, and if the insa­ 
tiable brutes, with their castiren guns, 
will but spare our huwble-eoated and glo­ 
rious warbler, his career i-- assured, and a 
numerous progeny will usher in the re­ 
turn of warmth and sunshine and delight 
the student of nature by his penetrating, 
sweet uotv in all the Nort hern States. 
The extent to which they.have already 
acclimated;themselves, and even the mere 
fact of theig existence, is almost unknown.

Especially dangerous is the eastern shore 
of Yucatan, and should any traveler be so 
toad as to land there, it would as certainly 
lie the end of him as if he were suddenly 
dropped into Hades. 
As for redress, his 
friends m ight as well appeal to the winds 
as to the Mexican Government, the latter 
having even less control. 
The chief trilie 
of Eastern Yucatan Indians are known as 
the Chan Santa Cruz, having a city of that 
name in the southeast part of the penin­ 
sular, about 30 miles west of Ascension 
Bay, and some 60 miles below Lake Baca­ 
lar. 
The lake is about 15 miles long, and 
on its western shore the Indians have their 
sea[iort—also named Bacalar—whence they 
?o to trade with British Honduras, via the 
londo river. 
Your scribe has never risked her life 
amoug the fierce Chan Santa Cruzans, nor 
does she intend to. 
The account of their 
doings has been gathered from the natives 
of upper Yucatan, from history, and from 
Mine. Alice D. Le I’longeon, wife of the 
eminent explorer, who accompanied her 
husband in all his travels, and is herself a 
no less zealous arehicologist. 
In order that 
we may understand what has lately taken 
place among these Indians and see how 
exactly history has repeated itself, it will 
be necessary to take a backward look of 
three centuries or more. 
The Spanish conquest, which made most 
unhappy slaves of the once proud Yuca­ 
tecos, occupied twenty years, and would 


is not more than 4,000, but a great many 
more live iu surrounding pueblos. 
There 
are all sorts of people in this queer city— 
meztizcis, escaped negro convicts, a lot of 
Chinese who deserted, eu masse, from 
British Honduras where they had been 
brought as servants, Caribs, native In ­ 
dians and castaways of many nationalities. 
The runaway Chinamen were warmly wel­ 
comed by the [ieople -of Chan Santa Cruz, 
and have now become quite sim ilar to 
them in appearances—barring the bias 
eyes—busying themselves in trading and 
making gunpowder for the Indians. 
Little by little these people have driven 
the whites to the northwest corner of the 
peninsula, and now hold two-thirds of the 
entire State, including the most fertile 
portion. 
Not least of the loss to the M exi­ 
cans is the very valuable timber. 
The In­ 
dians allow the people of British Hon­ 
duras to cut it from their territory by pay­ 
ing to th eir chiefs the sum of 8300 per an­ 
num for the privilege, and no one is al­ 
lowed to interfere w ith them. 
In their incursions among the whites 
they have taken much booty. T heir prit-st, 
to whom it was all delivered, had a large 
quantity of coin and golden ornaments 
melted down into bars, which he hid. Be­ 
cause he refused to disclose the where­ 
abouts of the treasure, the people put him 
to death, and though continuously searched 
for, it has never yet been found. 
The booty aforesaid was carried home 
by captives, compelled to march many 
tu i lei 
heavily 
loaded, 
and 
generally 
m urdered as soon as the city was reached, 
their captors considering this justifiable 
revenge. 
They sometimes spare the lives 
of those who may he useful to them , and 
especially musicians. 
Among a number of prisoners taken iu 
the year 1864 was a beautiful young girl, 
named Pastoría Teal. 
H aving seen her 
defenders fall dead around her, she was 
hound to a gang of prisoners and compelled 
to march three days through dense forests, 
her poor feet bruised and bleeding, her 
face lacerateil and clothing torn to shreds 
by the thorny bushes. 
W hen the dreaded 
stronghold was reached, she was more dead 
than alive, hut expected a speedy end to 
her misery by the red hand of m urder— 
the fate which all her companions in cap­ 
tivity had met as soon as their task was ac­ 
complished of carrying the stolen booty. 
Alas ! her rest was not so near. 
She wiis 
young and pretty, and the head chief, t re- 
censio Foot, made her one of his wives. 
Though her husband is said to treat her 
kindly, according to Indian ideas, and she 
is now the mother of several children, she 
is yet inconsolable at being separated from 
her own people. 
Creceusio Foot is about 
65 years old and poor Pastoría figures as 
number three among his wives. 
She is as 
w hite as an Anglo-Saxon, with more Cas­ 
tilian than Mexican blood in her veins, 
and the tiny feet and beautiful eyes of her 
race. 
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inhabitants been divided among them 
selves. 
In the year 1541, Tuteel Xiee, 
Lord of the Province ofM ani, surrendered 
to the Spanish leaders, stating that he did 
so simply because he admired the courage 
and perseverance of his enemies, and 
therefore wished to become their friend 
and embrace their religion. 
Thereupon 
he assembled his vassals and informed 
them that he had allied himself to the 
Spanish, expecting them to be faithful to 
him. 
Tuteel Xiee represented the X ault 
element of the jiopulation, N ault hordes 
having invaded Yucatan in the early part 
of the Christian era. 
H aving won the assent of his own peo­ 
ple, Tuteel next sent an embassy to other 
Chiefs who had united with him ¡11 
allegiance to the Spaniards, and together 
they sent embassadors to the Lords of 
Saluta, the Cocomes who represented the 
true people ot the country, the Mayas—to 
beg that they also join their neighbors in 
obedience to Spain. 
W hen this joint embassy reached Sa- 
tuta, in central Yucatan, the great lord 
Naehicocom listened with profound atten­ 
tion to all the messenger had to say, and 
replied that in four days he would give 
them an answer. 
Meanwhile he called 
meeting of all his feudal lords. 
They 
agreed to make a great hunt, as if in hon­ 
or of the embassadors, to lie followed by a 
splendid feast. So they conducted the 
embassadors to a place called Otzni; 
where for three days they regaled them 
with the best of the land. On the fourth 
day thev held the banquet out of doors, 
under a huge zapote tree (probably not 
wishing to spill bleed noon their polished 
concrete Hours), and there the dancing and 
rejoicing continued. 
But when the last 
course was served, at a given signal, the 
attendants cut the throats of the embassa 
dors, all hut one, named Ah-Kin-Chi—the 
most intelligent of the lot—whom they 
spared, that he might carry back the 
news of what had occurred. 
They put his 
eyes out and escorted him hack to his own 
territory, with instructions to tell Tuteel 
Xiee that he was a great coward. 
Well, a repetition of all this took [dace 
only a few months ago among descendants 
of Coeom an Tuteel Xiee, the Chan Santa 
Cr iz Indians of hastern Yucatan. 
The 
city 1 mm ring the name of this tribe was 
founded only about forty years ago by 
few thousand natives, who after more than 
300 years of cruel subjection to the Span­ 
iards, whom Tuteel Xiee had so much ad­ 
mired, determined to free themselves, once 
for all, from Spanish-Mexican control. 
They named their stronghold (Vian Santa 
Cruz (“ L ittle H oly Cross” ), and chose its 
site because, near a spring of clear, cold 
water they found a great tree upon whose 
bark a small cross had been carved. 
The 
leader of the revolters, priest-wise, in 
duced the others to believe that the cross 
was of heavenly crigin, cut by an angel 
who had descended for the express pur­ 
pose of guiding them in their continua 
tiun of hostilities against the Mexicans. 
Being so fortunate ascto discover a ventril- 
oqtih-t among his followers, the cunning 
leader took him into -confidence. 
A big 
church was built, a great cross set up 
w ithin it, and the ventriloquist directed to 
throw his Toice so that it would sound as 
■coming from the wood thereof, urging the 
people on to bloody iked- against the 
Mexicans. 
Believing that th e mandates 
issued veritably from the « ru s and must 
therefore be of divine origin, the people 
blindly obeyed them. 
Bui in the very next battie the ven­ 
triloquist was fciiled, and for a long time 
the croes was speechless. 
Finally another 
fellow was taken into confidence, and be- 
ins no ventriloquist he disguised h ii voice 
in sharp, squeaky tines, and spoke only at 
night uixai the church was iu complete 
darkness, so that nooe could see a man 
standing near the “ holy speaking crows," 
The deception was kept up many years 
and the mysterious voice was worshiped 
and obeyed—so little does it require to 
j: j « .iri a new religious sect. 
i ne religion ctf these people is a queer 
it off; but I combination of Paganism and Christianity. 
word- of the mass are repeated, 
parrot-fashion, by one who learned them 
from a captive priest, and little boy* and 
girls, whom they eall “ ai.gels," chant the 
litanies. 
But they still worship the sym- 
liol of the f-rqn*— the snipe th at rcpre- 


A countryman of hers saw her at Buea- 
lar about two years ago and managed to 
have a few words with her. 
She told him 
that she would gladly abandon her chil­ 
dren could she only escape, hut that was 
impossible for she was watched as a hawk 
eyes his prey. 
She had walked, with her 
husband, all the way to that place, sixty 
miles, he a great, muscular fellow, unbur­ 
dened, and she carrying twenty-five pounds 
of salt on her delicate shoulders, the load 
being suspended by a strap passed across 
her forehead. 
Slie was shod with coarse 
sandals and dressed in unbleached cotton 
cloth. 
Her lord is fond of her—0I1, yes ; 
fond enough to murder her in a fit of jeal­ 
ousy, but would not hesitate to exercise 
the Indian’s privilege of whippin.- his 
wife if she displeased him. 
But it must be remembered that these 
people of Chan Santa Cruz do not live 
like savages. 
They have stone houses, 
utensils and many other things much like 
civilized people. 
Their musicians are 
supplied with instruments from British 
Honduras, their mechanics with tools from 
the same place, and there they also pro­ 
cure many small luxuries, such as [lotted 
meats, perfumes (which they delight in to 
an absurd extent), wines, ete. 
Agricult- 


generally have enough corn stored to last 
them two or three rears ahead. 
They are 
strictly ju st among themselves, and" any 
shortcoming is promptly and 
severely 
punished, a m urderer being executed in 
the same manner as he inflicted death 
U[ion his victim. 
As a rule they are strict 
monogamists, generally moderate in all 
things except drinking, for they have dis­ 
tilleries of their own and consume enor­ 
mous quantities of rum. 
From time to time efforts have been made 
to conquer these Chan Santa Cruz Indians 
—hut all in vain. 
Just ten years ago, 
General Teodosio Canto, who had made 
himself famous as a leader of revolution­ 
ary parties, went to British Honduras of 
his own accord, under the assumed name 
of Pinto, pretending to be a trader. 
Ilis 
object was to approach the chiefs of Chan 
Santa Cruz, without betraying his identity, 
and find out how they felt about recogniz­ 
ing Mexican authority, his idea being to 
offer him self as a mediator at last between 
them and the Government. 
The Indians 
divined his plans, and he failed; but in 
consequence of a foolish threat lie made— 
of returning to Bacalar at the head of an 
army—the Chan Santa Cruzans took re­ 
venge in advance by making a raid among 
the whites, killing a large number and 
taking about fifty prisoners. 
Four years ago, General Canto, lieing 
then Vice-Governor of Yucatan, again 
went to British Honduras with the same 
object; but experience had taught him 
more wisdom. 
He succeeded in having a 
meeting with some of the Chan Santa Cruz 
chiefs, in the Government house in Balize, 
in the piesence of II011. H enry Fowler, 
Governor pro tcnipore. 
A preliminary 
agreement was drawn up, providing for the 
recognition of the Mexican Government 
by the Chan Santa Cruz people, for the 
mutual surrender of criminals, and for the 
appointment of officials of tin; Mexican 
Government, subject to the approval of 
the 
Indians, Creccnco Foot to remain 
Chief till his death. 
General Canto then 
went to the City of Mexico and laid his 
proposals before the President; hut tiiey 
were rejected, and lie returned disap­ 
pointed to Yucatan. 
Among the various prisoners at the In ­ 
dian city was the beautiful wife of Don 
Francisco Avila. 
In 1880 Avila, who is a 
precious rascal, went to British Honduras, 
and induced the Indians to allow him to 
go with them to Chan Santa Croz and see 
his wife. 
Ilis real object in visiting her 
was not affection, as he pretended, but to 
induce her to give him some document 
which would enable him to enjoy certain 
property belonging to her in their old 
home. 
W hen they reached the city the Indians 
refused to let him return, treating it as 
great joke that he had voluntarily walked 
into captivity, but giving him a house in 
which lie might live with his wife. 
After 
some tim e Avila, who saw that he could 
make money among the Indians, told them 
that he wanted to go home and settle up 
his affairs and come back again with all 
he possessed. 
lie went, and returned, and 
was so well treated that when the Chief in 
command died, Avila succeeded to his po­ 
sition. 
But all this time the Spaniard 
was a miserable spy and hypocrite, atjd 
was trying to get filie Indians hack under 
M exican control. To this end other Yuca­ 
tecos of Corozal were also serving, pre 
tending meanwhile to be sincere friends to 
the Indians. 
It now remains to Sell how history ha- 
repeated kself. 
Avila and others had suc­ 
ceeded in forming a peace party, and 
ankmg them was the second chief, Juan 
Chute, with a very small following among 
the Indians. 
The other chiefs said noth­ 
ing, I tut made unusual preparations for the 
great anatial fiesta at the time of the equi­ 
nox. 
To this feast they invited also the 
Indians of Tuluni, a place -sixty miles 
north of Chan riant a Cruz, and other neigh­ 
boring trilies. 
When the feast, which con­ 
tinues several d ay s was at its height, a 
signal was given, and all those who had 
listened favorably to proposals of peace, 
and all the whites who had tried to induce 
them to submit to Mexican authority, had 
th eir throats cut with uueltate»—exactly as 
their ancestor, Cocom, had served the cm- 
bassadora in 1541. 
Juan Chute escaped, ¡ 
hut every rpjfnfiir of his family w is put to j 
death.

markable for wealth and aggrandizement, 
hut the peoples who have given directions 
to the thought of the world have had their 
abode within this magical zone of power. 
W hat is ihere in geography, in climate, 
exercising such a tremendous influence 011 
the character and destiny of a people? 
W ithin this throne of supreme power, ex­ 
isted Palestine, that gave religion to the 
world; Greece, letters to m ankind; Dome, 
jurisprudence to the race. 
Therein is 
Germany, th at gave L uther to the church 
and Guttenbcrg to art and science; Italy, 
th at gave a Columbus to navigation ; and 
tiie great orators and poets and philoso­ 
phers of France and of England have had 
their birth w ithin this strange geographi­ 
cal limitation. 
As if by divine ordination 
we follow in this illustrious wake. W hether 
we shall attain tiie measure of our destiny 
is a question left with us.” 
Dev. Dr. Newman then proceeded to 
show that republics were bv 110 means im­ 
mortal. 
“ No form of government,” said 
he, “ demands so much intelligence and so 
much virtue as a Government for the peo­ 
ple and bv the people. 
The fate of repute 
lies has been empire, without an excep­ 
tion ; empire may come to us if we do not 
go to empire.” 
Tiie greatness of the U nited States, and 
the grand future that is before it, if not 
stricken down by vice, were elaborated 011 
in a manner th at ought to have strength­ 
ened the patriotism of every citizen pres­ 
ent. 
“ Who can master the great fact of the 
national wealth of the United States of 
America? 
And then let us remember in 
order to get an appreciative idea, th at our 
national wealth would buy all Dussia, 
Italy, Turkey, South America, and South 
Africa. 
It exceeds that of G reat Britain 
by $277,000,000. H er wealth is the growth 
of centuries, ours the growth of a hundred 
years.” 
Dr. Newman then paralleled the growth 
of the country w ith the growth of the 
liquor traffic, and continued: “ Our na­ 
tion’s drink hill will average over $800,000,­ 
000 a vear. I11 1880 the hill was $734,000,­ 
000; in 1881, $860,000,000; in 1882, $875,­ 
000,000; in 1883, $645,000,000. 
The total 
for these years was $3,354,000,000. 
W hat 
is the relation of the Government to this 
question? 
It is a fact of record that the 
Government received in revenue from spir­ 
its in twentv-one rears, from 1,862 to 1883, 
$842,000,000; in 1882, $86,000,000 ; in 1886, 
$90,000,006. It is estimated that 67,000,000 
bushels of grain are annually destroyed in 
the production of intoxicating drinks, 
which, at 50 cents per bushel, is wortli 
$33,500,000. 
Precious g ra in ! 
W hy not 
feed it to the swine ? 
W hy not feed it to 
the animals ? W hy not spread it as a ban­ 
quet to the birds, so that they can chant 
a new anthem to their Creator? 
Five hundred and ninety thousand per­ 
sons are engaged in wholesaling and re­ 
tailing able-bodied men. 
I)o you say it is 
labor lost ? 
It is worse than that, for it 
is labor th at produces evil. 
It is, however, 
a relief to me, as a native-born American, 
that the foreign element is largely repre­ 
sented in this terrible traffic,for it isstated 
th at in one city there are 8,634 persons 
engaged in the rum traffic. 
And who are 
they? 
2 Chinamen, 2 Jews, 18 Italians, 
146 Spaniards, 161 Welsh, 285 French, 479 
Scotch, 568 English, 2,179 Germans, 3,041 
Irish, 265 Africans and 205 Americans. 
1 
suppose we must put the Africans and the 
Americans together, and the two figures 
amount to 476. 
Only 470 out of 8,034. 
Six hundred anil seventy-two of those en­ 
gaged in the traffic in th at city are un­ 
known as to their nationality, and a man 
engaged in th at business should not have 
any nationality. 
It is a curious fact that 
6,418 of the S,034 have been arrested for 
some kind of crime. 
W hat we are to do, 
therefore, is to eliminate this destructive 
foreign element.” 
The doctor showed by figures, that are 
indisputable, that through drunkards and 
tipplers the country suffers an annual loss 
of over $600,000,000, and the loss in the 
last eighty-eight years was shown to be 
$25,000,000,000 which amount exceeds the 
value of all the nation’s imports by $0,060,­ 
000,000. 
H e proved that were the money 
spent for clothing and household goods that 
is now squandered for liquor, it would giy 
employment to 223,000 additional laborers, 
who would receive $68,000,000 for \ ges 
annually. 
The value of the materials, ihe 
amount of the capita! in vested,were touched 
upon and used most efficiently. 
The com­ 
parative numbers of saloons and schools 
were given. 
The 197,000 saloons stand 
against 140,000 schools, and the fact was 
commented upon most ably. 
Looking at the question from the politi­ 
cal economist’s point of view, and s h a k ­ 
ing of statesmen and of their duty on this 
question, the doctor said : “ They are the 
guardians of the industries and the wealth 
of the republic; they are bound to consider 
those material interests which enter into 
the happiness of our citizens as individuals 
and ,as families, and then, rising to a higher 
plane of consideration, they are hound to 
look noon the relation of certain industries 
to the private virtues and public morali­ 
ties of our country. 
I have spoken to you 
of the many asjicots of this cause, but then 
let us rise to the waste of intellect. 
“ Oli, inebritv, thou habit of folly. Thou 
hast dimmed the brilliant genius of live 
legislator; thou hast sealed the li[is of th e 
eloquent orator; thou hast torn the diadem 
from the monarch’s brow and wrested the 
scepter from th e hand of royalty; thou 
hast broken the harpstring of many a poet: 
and thou hast sent to a dishonored grave 
he who was liorn for fame and destined for 
immortal glory. 
The waste of intellect! 
More than th is; the waste of home, the 
waste of love. 
Ob, love ! 
How thou hast 
been slain in the house of thy friends, born 
in the heaven of heavens. 
Brightest off­ 
spring of the F ather A lm ighty; bright 
efflux of Ilis essential wisdom; atmosphere 
angelic hosts : the immortal song of the 
•banqueting room of glqrv. 
Oh, love! 
llow thou hast been slain in the house of 
the drunkard. 
The home where praver 
should have wafted to the skies, tl.a grati­ 
tude of tiie so u l! 
There the drunkard has 
poured forth a torrent of curses upon the 
brow of wife and child ; there, where the 
song of praise should have born on high 
the gratitude of the soul, the song of the 
drunkard has been chanted to the impious 
orgies of vice; there, where the Bible 
should have spread its banquet of wisdom 
and love, the drunkard has upon the tables 
[iut a habit on which is written a history 
of wretchedness and woe. 
Go to that 
home, once a palace where all was there a 
paradise ; go and behold the broken furni- j 
ture; loon upon that pale-faced wife whose ! 
heart is now a little city of ruins, from ! 
which hope and pride have departed, fjee! - 
the inebriated husband and father euters. i 
Even the faithful d o ' skulks away, antici­ 
pating the blow, and the children crouch 
beneath the table dreading the anger of 
th«? infuriated man. 
Then go to his dying 1 
lied—bed! 
G s to his pallet of straw, and

life and death, on fire with 
the fitful fever of delirium tremens, his

n aste of love, waste of home, and then, 
more than this, waste of soul, not pur­

Newman said that there were some who 
would have high license, some local option, 
and some who would have nothing short 
of prohibition, but he, standing on a higher 
ground, demanded annihilation. 
“ That is too far advanced for you,” said 
he. 
“ Yon prohibitionists have not come 
up to that. 
You eat, and drink, and sleep 
and pray for prohibition, as if prohibition 
is going to accomplish w hat you antici­ 
pate. 
Nothing short of annihilation, an 
annihilation growing out of the education 
of childhood, protected by the majesty 
of government, 
and 
th at 
shall come 
through time, will he successful. 
T hat an­ 
nihilation shall come 
through Divine 
Grace, and then we may hope to save our 
country and our race from this great evil. 
But whatever may he your method, ‘stand 
not upon the manner of your going,’ onlv 
do something. 
Douse to action, work for 
the cause— the good and glorious cause— 
'and then the on-coming generations will 
rise up and call you blessed." 


D0MESTÍC FELICITY. 


S to c k in g G a m e G ro u n d s . 
_ A correspondent writes to the Fores' and 
Stream as follows on this interesting sub­ 
ject: 
Some years ago I brought from North 
Carolina to New Jersey some fifteen or 
twenty pairs of quail to put on my own 
place. 
I kept them in my barn from Feb­ 
ruary to the middle of A pril, feeding them 
on split peas, their favorite food in North 
Carolina, and giving them free access to 
water, 
j found they became very tame, 
and when they were turned out in A pril 
they continued to remain for some time in 
the vicinity of the ham, 
The place was 
very favorably situated for stocking, a 
stream running along the edge of a wood, 
with cultivated land on one side, at inter­ 
vals patches of good woodcock grounds, 
and two or three dry bottoms of old mill 
dams overgrown with alders and raspber­ 
ries. 
I had food scattered in patches for 
them until they paired. The most of them 
raised broods, but they continued to be 
much tamer than the native quail, and as 
a consequence were nearly all shot the first 
season, some of them before the law was 
up, no attention being paid to the fact that 
the land was posted. 
From my observation I would say peas 
constitute good food for quail. 
Patches of 
peas and buckwheat should he sown in 
sheltered places on the grounds where birds 
are turned out. 
W hen these are fairly 
started, it is a good plan to scatter light 
branches and brambles over them, so as to 
furnish shelter from hawks while the birds 
are feeding. 
Thick patches of bramble 
furnish the best shelter. 
There should be turned out as earlv as 
possible an equal number of cocks and 
liens. 
It is said that unmated cocks break 
up the nests and destroy the eggs of the 
mates they could not win. 
Tiie birds should not he on hand long 
enough to become familiar w ith mail, and 
so become tame and dependent. 
If they 
become so—and they can be made as tame 
as chickens—-some method should he used 
to make them wild before they are allowed 
to he shot at. 
W ithout any knowledge on the subject, 
I would conclude that birds would thrive 
better on the same latitude on which they 
were raised, or 011 the same isothermal 
lines. 
Hence Western birds would lie no 
better than Southern for the vicinity ot 
New Y'ork. 


T o m a io o r e . 


That Moore possessed th e poetical ear 
in probably tiie highest decree will, I 
think, hardly be denied. 
It never seems 
to have m attered to him w hether he wrote 
the words for the air or altered the air to 
to suit the words. 
The two fit like a 
glove, and if, as is sometimes the case, the 
same or a similar poetical measure is heard 
set to another air than Moore’s, the other 
always seems intrusive and wrong, 
lie 
draws attention in one case to the extra­ 
ordinary irregularity of iiis own meter 
(an irregularity to-which the average pin­ 
daric is a mere jog trot), yet the air fits it 
exactly. 
Of course the two feet which 
most naturally go to music, the anapa-st 
and the trochee, are commonest with 
him ; but the point is that he seem s 
to find no more difficulty, if he dues not 
take so much pleasure, in setting combi­ 
nations of a very different kind. 
Nor is 
this peculiar gift by any means unimport­ 
ant from a purely poetical side—the side 
on wiiich the verse is looked at without 
any regard to air or accompaniment. 
For 
the great drawback tp “ songs to be sung” 
in general since Elizabethan days ; when, 
as Mr. Arbcr and Mr. Bullen have shown, 
it was very different), has been the con­ 
stant tendency of the verse-writer to sacri­ 
fice to liis musical necessities either mean­ 
ing or poetic sound, or both. 
The climax 
of this is of course reached iu the ineffa­ 
ble balderdash which usually does duty 
for the libretto of an opera, hut it is 
quite as noticeable in the ordinary songs 
of 
the 
drawing-room. 
Now, 
Moore 
is quite free from this blame. 
H e may 
not have the highest and rarest strokes 
of poetic expression; hut at any rate he 
seldom or never sins against either reason 
or poetry for the sake of rhythm and 
rhyme. 
He is always the master, not the 
servant; the artist, not the clumsy crafts­ 
man. 
And this I say not by auy means as 
one likely to pardon poetical shortcomings 
in consideration of musical merit, for, 
shameful as the confession may he, a little 
music goes a long way with me ; and what 
music I do like is rather of tiie kind oppo­ 
site to Moore’s facile styles. YTet it is easy, 
even from the musical view, to exaggerate 
his facility. 
Berlioz is not 
generally 
thought a barrel-organ composer, and he 
bestowed early and particular pains 011 
Moore.—S<inil<bury, in Macmillan's Maga-

.So, there you are. 
That's tiie way 
I’ve reduced my way of living to a kind of 
rule, and it’s kept our heme a happy one 
when others have been miserable. 
My 
wife knows what s going on in the world. 
She has the right kind of ideas, and is 
something more than a housekeeper—she 
is a companion.” 
After a little further talk on other sub­ 
jects we reached a point where our paths 
diverged and said good night. This practi­ 
cal philosopher went towards his home, 
but his philosophy, if the sensible views 
he held can lie so called, seemed so simple 
and so valuable, too, that I have felt at 
liberty to intrude them.

lim inary to the great national asssembly of 
teachers to be held at San Francisco in Ju l\\ 
contains, am ong the allusions to the educa­ 
tional advantages offered by California, the 
follow ing concerning the Leland Stanford 
Jr. University and the views and objects of 
its distinguished founders : 
The H on. Leland Stanford was one of 
the early pioneers of the State of Califor­ 
nia, was its Governor during the period of 
the rebellion, and is at present a United 
States Senator in Congiess from this State. 
Through enterprises conducted m ainly by 
his foresight and intellectual energy,aided 
by that superior executive ability for which 
he has ever been distinguished, lie has 
am azed a very large fortune. 
In early 
life. Senator Stanford married in the State 
of New York, where both were bom , Jane 
Lathrop, a union which was blessed by the 
birth ol a son, Leland Stanford, Jr. 
No 
other child was born o f the marriage, 
hence upon this only son were centered the 
fondest hopes o f his parents. 
As he grew 
in years he manifested in a marked degree 
a development of those high intellectual 
qualities for which his parents have been 
distinguished; but, unfortunately for the 
hopes which had been builded upon his 
future, in March, 1864, iie died, having 
attained but 17 years o f life. 


TH E GENESIS OF T H E U N IV E R SIT Y . 
The Leland Stanford Jr. University, as a 
splendid beneficence to posterity, and at 
the sam e time a m onum ent to the memory 
of the beloved dead whose nam e it will 
bear, was the suggestion of bereaved affec­ 
tion. 
By its memorial character it will 
receive an endowment measured by the 
heirship of the sou. to whom it has become 
successor. 
The site chosen for the Univer­ 
sity is upon Palo Alto farm, thirty-one 
m ilt s south of the city o f San Francisco, 
and the University buildings aro now in a 
forward state of com pletion. 
In the foun­ 
dation and endowment of this memorial 
institution of learning, H on. Leland Stan­ 
ford and Jane Lathrop Stanford, bis wife, 
have an equal and a com mon interest. 
Concerning the objects of the institution 
itself, toward the effective accomplishment 
ot which its articles of foundation are 
directed, the Educational 
Bulletin has 
sought information, and the result of the 
inquiry is herewith presented; not, how ­ 
ever, under the claim that it presents all 
the information requisite to a complete ex­ 
position of the founder’s plans and views. 
Moreover, since thisis written for those who 
are them selves practical 
educators and 
familiar with the issues presented by con­ 
tending theories of education, we feel ab­ 
solved from any extended presentation of 
the polytechnic features which the curricu­ 
lum of the proposed University will em ­ 
brace.

That 
being 
solved, m ao m ay enter upon the gratifica­ 
tion of his intellectual wants, then atten­ 
tion may he given to his moral nature, and 
finally to the higher spiritual wants. 
The 
earth presenting an inexhaustible supply of 
things necessary and useful to men, m an­ 
kind in the aggregate are equal to the task 
o f deriving from it a complete supply of 
all their necessities. 
The disparity of con­ 
dition which exists am ong men is refera­ 
ble not so much to governmental institu­ 
tions favoring the successful and suppress­ 
ing the unsuccessful as it is to tbe innate 
differences of purpose, desire, and capacity. 
W here scholastic ¡attainment is found, not 
associated with practical ability, the system 
o f education which 
has conferred the 
scholastic attainment has been at fault. 
That system of instruction which, while 
conferring a knowledge of the fine arts 
and familiarizing the mind with higher 
scholastic standing, and which, at the same 
tim e enfeebles the practical and executive 
m ental attributes, fails o f its most worthy 
object. 
That definition of a scholar as 
being ‘one who knew show todo everything 
except make a living,’ has had some’meas- 
ure of justification. 
The earth being the 
inexhaustible source of supply of all the 
needs of life, each individual under a free 
and fair system of government w ill event­ 
ually accumulate that wealth which sup­ 
plies these necessities, in proportion to his 
capacity for such acquisition.

governmental system is that which offers 
the least obstruction to the attainments of 
higher intellectual and spiritual wants, and

Beyond the solution 
of merely primi­ 
tive problems of sustaining existence. 
It 
follows that these arts which confer upon 
m en the knowledge necessary to supply 
wants at the least expenditure of tim e and 
thought, are the arts which contribute most 
directly to the evolutions of a high civil­ 
ization, conferring intellectual growth and 
spiritual gratification. 
The disparity of 
condition being largely referable to a dis­ 
parity of practical capacities, and high ca­ 
pacity being dependent upon the right ap­ 
plication of acquired knowledge, the equal­ 
ization of knowledge and practical capacity 
am ong men is the shortest road to the 
eouaiization of conditions among them.

It follows, therefore, that a 
system of education which has not for its 
primary object the formation of right pur­ 
pose and high moral force, as indispensable 
to the accomplishment of those purposes, 
will be productive of deformity rather than 
sym m etry of the character and the life 
which supervenes upon it. To my con­ 
ception, educational effort should be di­ 
rected to the evolution of right purposes, 
moral force, and that degree of practical 
capacity which equips men for the achieve­ 
ment o í outward prosperity and 


CONFERS INW A RD DIG NITY AND GRACE.’' 
Senator Stanford then proceeds to con­ 
trast the system s o f apprenticeship with the 
system s o f collegiate and university educa­ 
tion, and further on in the interview says : 
“ Lifting these considerations from the 
individual to tbe national plane, we at once 
confer upon national history a character 
conformable to the personal characteristics 
o f the individuals who are aggregated into 
national life. 
W e w ill become great as a 
nation only as we are great as individuals. 
As the unit so will be tüe aggregate, and 
national existence is but an aggregation of 
individual lives. 
W hen we have enhanced 
the productive capacity of each individual 
by broadening his intelligence, by fam il­ 
iarizing his m ind with practical things, and 
associating this knowledge with that cult­ 
ure which elevates and civilizes we at once 
invest the nation with a corresponding 
character, and place it in the vanguard in 
the inarch towards high planes of civiliza­ 
tion.”

A Buffalo Hunt. 
On rushed the herd, now thoroughly 
frightened, and as we hurried on after 
them we fairly shouted in triumph, as we 
saw that right in front of them ran a ra­ 
vine which we could see at a point beyond, 
was at least 40 feet deep. 
The ravines in 
this ligli t subsoil, torn out by the delug­ 
ing rains that occasionally fall on the 
plains, were commonly broken ofi' at the 
edges just as steep as soil could bang, and 
as the bufl’alo were sweeping on like a tor­ 
nado, with little lim e to look before they 
leaped, I felt sure that our hunt was ended, 
the meat supply assured, and only regretted 
the unnecessary slaughter sure to follow as 
the fated herd plunged down the steep, 
I 
would not have thanked any man to insure 
us fifty head of dead or crippled bullido. 
Over they went, 300 yards ahead of us, 
and we slackened our pace to a walk, and 
began planning how to get the meat of the 
slaughtered herd up the nearly perpen­ 
dicular walls of the ravine. 
When within 
200 yards of the brink, to our amazement 
a buffalo appeared clambering up the face 
of the other wall of the ravine, at a point 
that we afterward found taxed the climb­ 
ing powers of a footman. 
Another and 
another came bobbing up, and as we drew 
up the horses, utterly dumbfounded, to see 
that every one, even to the calves, had 
made the plunge in safety. 
This, to me, was one of the most note­ 
worthy things that ever came under my 
observation. 
Many times afterward we 
saw buffalo tracks on the slight projections 
of the walls of these deep gullies, in places 
where we could only stop and stare. 
The 
shape of the limits, too, seemed utterly to 
forbid it. 
As the hulls at this season of 
the year were fatter than the cows, a fact 
which was opparent at a glance, we very 
naturally chose them for beef, and as, like 
all tenderfeet, we were ambitious to kill 
the largest specimen to lie found, it fol­ 
lowed that nearly all we killed were large 
bulls. 
Y et, when standing over the body 
of my first buffalo, and noticing the ex­ 
treme slenderness of the legs just above 
the hoof, I then and there began to meas­ 
ure each and every one we killed for meat, 
besides large ones found dead— when they 
did not smell too badly. 
I found only one 
whose foreleg I felled to span with the 
middle finger and thumb of one hand. 
The size and weight of the aniuial would 
seem to necessitate a leg as strong as steel 
for the down hill plunges the buffalo can 
safely make.— Forest and Stream.

case did I see a leg. 
I saw the birds go on 
to the nest and sit down. 
1 saw them get

instance the legs were folded under the 
bird in the usual manner. 
In my opinion 
my observation settles the point as to the 
mode of sitting, for even if, as I had been 
assured, the birds sit both ways, it is im­ 
probable t h a t among th e hundreds then 
sitting not one would h a v e e x te n d e d th e 
legs. 
Remembering the great length of 
the flamingo’s legs, it is evident that on a 
new nest, not more than eight inches high, 
the lien could not thus sit, nor would even 
the highest nest allow of the legs beingex- 
tended w hile the bird sat upon it.— Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly.

hatched as well as ever I knew any.

year I am carrying fifty to one, and the 
eggs w ill be fully tested in due tim e.

should be w illing to guarantee 85 per cent, 
of them to hatch. 
I have long been sat­ 
isfied that the great fault of the flock is 
often too many roosters, but never realized 
the extent o f the evil till I made it a sub­ 
ject of special experim entation.— O. S.

but has been entirely done away w ith in 
America.

Depopulating; Iceland. 
The total depopulation of Iceland ap­ 
pears to be threatened. 
A scheme has 
been set afoot in Manitoba to transport 
thither the 75,000 Icelanders still remain­ 
ing in their native country, together with 
their flocks and herds. 
Tins would be an 
exodus as complete as was that of the chil­ 
dren of Isarel from Egypt. There has been 
a steady flow of Icelandic emigration to 
Canada for the last fifteen years, yet the 
population is said to lie still too large for 
the resources of the island. 
The wiping 
out of so interesting a people would lie a 
matter of universal regret; but Iceland, 
although the conditions of life are hard, 
will doubtless continue to have attractions 
for a substantial remnant, especially when 
the superfluous population is drawn oft’. 
Such, at least, is the opinion of the St. 
James Budget. 
The Icelanders settled in 
Manitoba have grown so numerous that 
they are able to support several newspa­ 
pers printed in their own language. 
The 
colonies of G im li, T hingvalla and New 
Iceland are in a most flourishing condi­ 
tion, and are already sending offshoots into 
other parts of the Canadian Northwest 
under the auspices of the Icelandic So­ 
ciety.—New York Journal. 


Yellowstone Park Bill in Congress. 
Speaking of the bill for the protection 
of the national park, which has just passed 
the Senate by a unanimous vote, the Forest 
and Stream says editorially: 
“ If the bill 
can lie brought before the House, and a 
vote can lie taken on it, there is little 
doubt what the result w ill be. 
The prac­ 
tical men in Congress will not lie slow to 
see the necessity of protecting the park 
and the wonders which it contains. W hen 
the question is brought before them they 
will realize the importance of saving from 
destruction the forests which c'.othe its 
rugged mountain-sides, of enlarging it so 
that the streams upon which more than 
000,000 square m iles of territory depend 
for water may continue to pour out over 
the plains these waters, without which the 
farmer cannot grow his crops. 
They will 
understand that the reservation must have 
some form of government, some machinery 
of justice, so that visitors to this beautiful 
region ntay feel as safe there as in any 
other quarter of our broad domain. 
If the 
bill comes to a vote in the House we have 
little doubt as to its passage.”

Three tim es as 
much coal as is really necessary is burned ; 
saucepans, frying-pans and kettles get worn 
out in no time. 
These may seem sordid 
and uuinteresting details, lint to the work­ 
ing man’s wife they are, or ought to be, 
matters of vital importance, and should 
be taken into consideration ; for if all the 
wages are spent on being comfortable and 
having things nice, there is a good chance 
of poverty coming in at the door even be­ 
fore love has looked towards the windows. 
And yet in such a case the woman is 
scarcely to he blamed; she means well, but 
she knows no better. 
She imitates to the 
best of her ability what she has seen pre­ 
sumably better informed people do, hut 
she is absolutely ignorant both as to the 
value of the food she buys and cooks, and 
also the proportion of wages that should 
be spent on it. 
In fact, domestic servants 
make about the worst, instead of the best, 
wives for working men, for they have ideas 
beyond their means. 
W ith better train­ 
ing— with any training— they would un­ 
derstand that what m ight be a very appro­ 
priate “dish” for a wealthy idle man would 
be in no way suitable for a poor hard­ 
working man. 
If eionom y were prac­ 
ticed amongst the wealthy classes, the 
poor 
would 
unquestionably soon bene­ 
fit 
by it. 
If servants 
were properly- 
trained and children properly educated, 
much of the sinful waste that goes on 
every day would he avoided, and poor peo­ 
ple would be much healthier and happier. 
There is hardly any class (unless the very 
wealthy) who do not sillier, more or less, 
from extravagant cooking and waste. 
In 
lodgings to persons with fixed incomes, it 
becomes a very serious m atter; milk, but­ 
ter, eggs, sugar, cheese, spices, and such 
things vanish in the most astonishing way, 
though the landlady and the servants may­ 
be most scrupulously honest. 
They have 
simply got into a wasteful way, and until 
that way is amended no amount of culture 
or amusement or increased wages will im ­ 
prove the domestic condition of the wives 
of working men or the homes of working 
women.— Homan’s World. 


SALOOX-KEEl’iNG MASONS. 


(intuit Master W illiam s Again Stirring 
l Tp S t . Louis Lodges. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat has the 
follow ing: 
T he Masonic fraternity of the State has 
revived its war on the saloon-keepers, with 
the view of expelling such as remain mem­ 
bers of the Order. An edict issued by- Grand 
Master W illiam s, who lives at Boonville, 
Mo., has been received by the subordinate 
lodges of the State, calling attention to the 
views and rules of the Grand Lodge, as ex­ 
pressed at the last session, and asking for 
their enforcement. The edict promulgated 
was to the effect that under Masonic law-s no 
saloon-keeper could lie a Mason, giving to 
the dispensers of alcoholic beverages the 
option of quitting their business or ceas­ 
ing to be Masons. 
This order was gener­ 
ally recognized in the interior of the State, 
hut was more honored in its breach than 
in its enforcement in the city. 
A Globc- 
Democrat reporter 
called 
upon several 
prominent Masonic officials yesterday for 
the purpose of ascertaining from them the 
cause of the new onslaught upon the dram­ 
shop men. 
W hile they all admitted that 
the tlrand Master had notified all the 
lodges to expel saloon-keepers, they would 
go no further. 
Ex-City- Attorney T. P. 
Dyer, a prominent Mason, said that it 
meant business. 
Said he: “ The new or­ 
der sim ply calls attention to the order 
issued about one year ago, and asks that 
that order be enforced. 
There are quite a 
number of saloon-keepers in St. Louis who 
are members of the Masonic bodies, their 
lodges having taken no action looking to 
their expulsion. 
W e now propose to give 
them the option of taking demits out, 
leaving or having chaiges preferred against 
them. 
The object is to get all the lodges 
in line on the subject, take uniform action 
and keep the matter going until 
the 
saloon-keeper is retired. 
Members of the 
Masonic fr.iternitv have no vested rights, 
and if they can not obey the rules of the 
Order they must get out.” 
Another well-known Mason, who desired 
his name withheld, stated that the action 
of the Grand Master in insisting that 
saloon-keepers must go was causing consid­ 
erable trouble in the local lodges, as well 
as considerable feeling. 
The matter was 
being settled by leaving it to a vote of a 
majority of the members of the different 
lodges, and everything was not harmoni­ 
ous. 
“ 1 do not object,” said he, “ to ex ­ 
cluding dram-shop keepers from member­ 
ship in the future, hut I am opposed to 
interfering with reputable men who have 
been memliers of the Masonic liody- years 
before the Grand Lodge sought to exclude 
them. 
I think the action of the Grand 
Lodge, as to them, is ex post facto, and will 
cause trouble.”

Tot Au Vent». 
A yol au vent is difficult to make, hue 
practice will soon teach any housekeeper 
who will lie exact in following directions, 
the art. 
M ake pull paste and set on the ice all 
night. 
N ext morning roll out evenly- an 
inch thick, stamp the paste in the desired 
shape, either round or oval, and with the 
point of a knife make incision all around 
the top an inch from the edge : brush all 
over with beaten egg. 
Put cm a tin sheet 
and set again on tlte ice until very cold, 
then put in a very hot oven and bake very 
quickly, this being necessary to insure 
lightness, without which the vol au vent 
is a failure. 
\ \ hen done a niee brown, 
carefully remove the piece marked with 
the knife ana take out all the soft crumbs 
from the center, being careful not to break 
the edges, then set back in the oven to dry. 
W hen ready to serve fill with fricassee 
chicken, canned oysters, canned lobsters, 
e tc.; replace the lid and serve. 
Sweet vol an vent of any kind of fresh 
fruit may be made by preparing the cases 
as directed. 
H ave sufficient stewed fruit, 
the syrup of which must he boiled down 
until very th ick ; fill the vol au vents with 
it, piling high in the center, powder with 
a little sugar and set back in the oven, 
when it is ready to serve. 
Any fresh fruit 
may- be used, such as rhubarb, oranges, 
gooseberries, currents, cherries, apples or 
peaches. 
Care must be taken not to have 
the syrup too thin, or it w ill break through 
the crust. 
Vol an vents of fresh strawber­ 
ries or raspberries, with whipped cream, 
are very delicious. 
To make it, roll the 
paste very thin, bake; when nearly done 
brush over with the w hite o f an egg, 
sprinkle with w hite sugar and set back in 
the oven to glaze.

vents may be made by cutting the paste in 
small cakes, or, better still, small pattv 
cases may be purchased ready made at the 
confectioner's, reheated and' filled in live 
minutes with any delicate preparation 
made at home.

in a different way. 
A ny one w ho has seen 
a water rat come up on the bank after a 
dive will have a good idea of thejjeneral 
appearance of tin otter’s fur. 
Now he 
gives his coat a shake and combs his fur 
a bit with hij short, webbed feet. 
That 
powerful tail of his hangs half out of the 
water, and liis head is turned in my direc­ 
tion, looking for the moment just like that 
of an infuriated tiger in m iniitnre, as with 
ears drawn close to liis head, lie snarls and 
and shows his teeth. 
YYhen properly 
treated, the otter is easily converted into 
an affectionate and playful pet. 
For those 
who may not be familiar with him , let me 
describe his appearance more exactly. lie 
is a tritie longer than a cat, having a very 
cat-like head, only flatter, which is pro­ 
vided with, a fine set of teeth, and he can 
use them with terrible foreo for his size.

H is eyes are small, but have a watchful

Age of Orange Trees. 
Perhaps no other tree is so long lived 
and profitable as the orange. 
Joseph II. 
W right, a well-known fruit-dealer of New 
Y'ork, in a paper contributed to the Ameri­ 
can Grocer, gives the following very inter­ 
esting facts in p o in t: 
O f the age of the 
orange tree nothing definite can lie said, 
but it is generally supposed that with all 
conditions favorable, such as soil, climate 
and proper attention, the orange trees are 
good for a century, or over. 
In fact, at 
Cordova, that for-famed seat of Moorish 
splendor, there are still remaining a num­ 
ber of monster orange trees known to lie 
700 years old. 
Their trunks are partly 
hollow, their hark cracked and rough, yet 
each year these dingy old giants yield 
their 7,000 to 10,000 luscious oranges as if 
yet in the heyday of their youth. 
Even 
in England, at Hampton Court, where the 
tree is raised only as a curiosity, and care­ 
fully sheltered by glass, títere are several 
trees known to be over 300 years old. There 
is algo an orange tree in the Convent of 
St. Sabine at Rome which is known to be 
over 680 years old. 
So it is no rash asser­ 
tion to make that no orange-grower will 
live to see his trees cease to yield him an 
income.

Y'an Am am said, “One good newspaper ar 
tiele is worth a ton of flashy pamphlets.” 
The reason for this is tltat pamphlets aro 
generally issued by m en who have prop»- 
ertv for sale, have money to pay the print­ 
er's bill, and are not nearly so much inter­ 
ested in an exact statem ent of facts as they 
are in securing purchasers of what tLey 
have to sell.— Fresan Expositor.

ARNOLD'S LA3T CRITICISM OF AMER­ 
ICA AMD AMEEICAHS. 


The last literary act of M atthew Arnold’s 
life was to write a criticism of America. 
N early all the newspajiere of the United 
States have deemed it a sacred duty to 
assail M r. Arnold’s views rudely, and not 
a few have felt called u[>ou 
to 
pro­ 
nounce the distinguished scholar, a crank 
an 
over-cultured 
misanthrope, and to 
speak of his American paper as “a distem ­ 
pered screed.” and finally wc are told 
th at Mr. Arnold did not make much 
money by his lecture tour in the I’nitcd 
States, and therefore found fault with the 
Americans. 
All these ebullitions of tem ­ 
per and manifestations of anger and feel­ 
ing but prove that Mr. Arnold’s lance 
pierced in tender places. 
Americans must 
not be childishly sensitive to criticism ; 
we need more of it, and more of the truth 
preached to us of ourselves. 
I. ‘t us look at Mr. Arnold’s indictm ent 
of American, dispassionately. 
He de­ 
clared our institutions comport well with 
the modern age. 
No one is prepared to 
take issue with him upon that head; 
he added that our civilization has short­ 
comings, and we are not so self-sufficient as 
to assume that it is free from imperfections. 
The 
chief 
of 
these 
which 
Arnold 
pointed 
out 
are 
in 
the 
allegation 
that 
intellectual 
ability 
does 
not 
in America command for its possessor the 
social position it would give him in Eng­ 
land, whereas the possession of wealth en­ 
ables one to buy his way. 
The measure of 
truth in the statem ent is sufficient to give 
some w arrant to the Englishman for the 
criticism , 
Reared in a State where class 
distinctions are so radical, and where so­ 
ciety is so differently comjiosed, we should 
not be .surprised that Mr. Arnold wrote 
what he did, especially when lie supple­ 
mented il by the admission that we have 
done more for the masses than any people 
in the world. 
But the critic is flagellated 
because he pronounced our civilization as 
uninteresting for “ want of those two great 
sources of the interesting, which are dis­ 
tinction and beauty; th at which is elevated 
an 1 that which is beautiful.” 
That is to 
say, Mr. Arnold held that there is not a 
great deal in our civilization to delight 
and nourish the -ensv of beauty. 
This, he 
claims, i~ due to our lack of permanence 
and to the fact that our “ sense of conduct 
of business is more strongly developed than 
the sense for beauty.’’ 
We part company 
with him for the extrem e character of this 
statem ent. 
Y et it is true that because the 
country is not “ancient” it has neither in 
rural permanence, historic architecture of 
castle, mansion, cathedral or fortress the 
characteristics of Europe, but towns and 
cities of bustling activity and structures, 
for the most part, adapted more to our 
needs than our tastes. 
Mr. Arnold said of

tion.

We do not by any means accept Mr. 
Arnold’s tests of American civilization as 
absolute and the true ones; not even his 
death should temper the disposition to 
pronounce him as often vague, indirect 
and lacking in analytical strength ill his 
criticism of our people. 
H e appears to 
have failed to find the sobriety, depth of 
thought, high purpose and soundness of 
principle in American journalism th at he 
m ight have discovered ; or in our pride in 
American literature, aspirations for and 
progress towards the loftiest ideals of 
culture. 
Our educational system appears to have 
escaped the serious contemplation th at is 
its due from critics; his attention seems 
to have been absorbed more by the address 
to the eye and the ear than to heart or in­ 
tellect. 
The domesticity of the American 
people, the civilization reflected by its 
internal economy, the affection in and the 
guard of honor over -American homes, less 
impressed hire than tlie designs and orna­ 
mentation of the exteriors of dwellings. 
The equality of our people was considered 
almost superficially—and certainly it does 
not appear to have suggested to him the 
underlying thought and strength of our 
system, th at finds exemplification in the 
unification of the people in interests, 
government and common purjiose. H e does 
not appear, in the paper under considera­ 
tion, to have grasped t lie reason for the 
American republic, or to have fully real­ 
ized iti the equality lie commends and 
the freedom from restraint he deprecates, 
that Americans are really getting nearer 
to the solution of all social and political 
problems than any people of the earth. 
T hat we care more for business and less 
for architecture: more for equality aud 
less for class distinction ; more for develop­ 
ment and the conquest of nature than for 
rural permanence; more for schemes of 
popular education than for th in g 3 ancient 
and hoary with tradition, satisfies Ameri­ 
cans that while th eir civilization is by no 
means perfect, it is meeting the need of 
hum anity, and advancing hum an rights 
more rapidly and better than any of the 
systems of the old world, with all its per­ 
manence, culture, scholarship, sense of 
beantv and refinement of taste.

1 acting President of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, Charles Crocker, 
in the recent exhaustive report to the 
stockholders submitted by him in behalf 
of the Directors, referring to the charges 
preferred against th at company that it has 
not kept and performed its obligations to 
the Government, says the report of the 
Pacific Railway Investigation Commission 
shows that not one of the assertions is true.

against 
governmental and general public 
teresK 
Now that a Commission has investigated 
the company’s affairs, although it was hos­ 
tile to the corporation aud animated by 
preconceptions that the truth never war­ 
ranted, it develops that in no particular 
whatever lias that Commission been able 
to discover any neglect or refusal on the 
part of the company to keep the spirit and 
letter of the compact with the Federal 
Government. 
On the contrary, the rail­ 
road company established affirmatively 
that it had kept its contracts in every de­ 
tail. 
This truth is now beginning to lie 
clearly understood by the people, and the 
falsehoods and outrageous 
slanders ful­ 
minated from political platforms, popular 
rostrums and a prejudiced press of the past, 
stand revealed in all their hideousnes?. 
Tt may very well be a-ked why, these 
things being true, were they not made 
known long since, and the mouth of slan­ 
der closed? 
In response the report re­ 
ferred to m ight well have said that the 
truth was preached industriously and the 
facts iterated during a series of years, and> 
indeed, at all times up to the present. But 
in the mad prejudices of the past, and the 
bitterness of hostility to the railroad com­ 
pany engendered by falsehood and dema­ 
gogy, misconception of facts, and the 
hatred born of envy, the truth gained but 
a feeble foothold.

who have neither concern nor capital in 
it. 
These are rights guaranteed by the 
organic law of the Republic, and lying at 
the root of the whole growth of free in­ 
stitution-. 
If they cannot lie maintained 
in the interest of beer production, then, 
indeed, arc the liberties of the American 
people in danger of utter wreck. 


O u r Democratic friends are nothing if 
not inconsistent. 
Here they were, a few 
days ago, m aintaining a deadlock in the 
House to prevent the passage of the hill 
for returning to the loyal States the money 
advanced to the Federal Government in 
the hours of sore trial in the darkest days 
of an unholy rebellion.

Before the amendment was 
adopted naturalized citizens were required 
to possess reality valued at 8134, or bring­ 
ing in a rental of 87 a year, as a condition 
precedent to voting. The amendment pro­ 
vides for the abolition of this crimination 
after the year 1SS8. 
The vote of Rhode 
Island will then be about 4,200 larger 
than at present. 
This new vote, it is be­ 
lieved, will be about equally divided be­ 
tween the two parties, so that no notice­ 


able change in political conditions will be 
effected in the character of the voting 
strength. 
I t was wise to remove the ob­ 
struction. 
It was unAmeriean and served 
no good purpose, so far as observations for 
many years by publicists and political 
economists could discover. 
Rhode Island 
has done well to repeal the discriminating 
provision of her Constitution. 


If Boulanger attains his desire and filis 
a I'rench m inisterial seat once more; if 
Kaiser Frederick dies and Prince AVilliam 
ascends the throne of Germany, the ex­ 
pectation is that the two nations will fall 
to boxing each other’s ears at once. 
But 
public anticipation is just as likely to 
sutler disappointment in the matter. 
In ­ 
vestment w ith supreme authority is like 
ballast in a ship’s hold—it steadies and 
insures safer sailing. 
Boulanger, with a 
portfolio under his arm, and M'illiam, 
w ith a crown upon his temples, may 
become very conservative men by reason 
of the weight of responsibility imposed 
upon them. 
Oftener it is true than false 
that the best way to get rid of a tem­ 
pestuous and combative fellow in an or­ 
ganization is to put him into the seat of 
authority and administration.

AVe believe Colonel Mosby, anti that he is 
sincere in this declaration. If all others who 
were of his lot in the war were equally as 
frank and equally as just, the gulf be­ 
tween the Blue and Gray would be more 
speedily bridged. 


T h e Assembly of New York has adopted 
—and probably so will the Senate—a reso­ 
lution subm itting the question of prohibi­ 
tion to the people upon a proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment. 
New York is thus 
to be brought face to face w ith the tem­ 
perance question in its most radical form. 
The politicians ought to he pleased with 
this prospect, since it will take the ques­ 
tion out of the Presidential polities of the 
State, and set it aside as a distinct and in­ 
dependent issue, to be decided by a vote 
of the people in 1891, after being sub­ 
m itted to the Legislature of 1890, and 
approved by it. 
The contest, therefore, 
will come on the chosing of members of 
that Legislature, or in 1889.

THE FOLSOM WATER POWER. 


V ie w s o f S e c r e ta r y o f S ta te H en d ricH s 
U p o n th e S u b ject. 
In an interview yesterday with Secretary 
of State W . C. Hendricks, who visited the 
Folsom State Prison a few days since, and. 
in company with the Governor, examined 
the site of the dam and proposed canal, 
appropriating water power from the Amer­ 
ican river at that point, Mr. Hendricks 
said : 
“ 1 do not feel that anything more can be 
said in favor of utilizing the water of the 
American river than was contained in your 
issue of Monday, the 10th inst. Everything 
favors it, and nothing can be said against. 
Hum anity forbids that the prisons should 
be run on a solely money-makiug basis, or 
that any State is narrow enough to consider 
profit alone from her criminal element as 
the object of im prisonm ent; but if such is 
our aim aud object, by all means utilize the 
State’s right to the power to be obtained 
from six teet fall of a volume of water 40x 
0 feet in dimension at the prison gate. 
"If reformation and the best interest of 
the prisoners (which is always the best in­ 
terest of society and the State), is the ob­ 
ject, leaving money-making secondary to 
the higher object, then I say utilize that 
grand power now running to waste. 
"Governor W aterm an’s administration, 
in saving an appropriation of $100,000 to 
build a new jute mill, and accomplishing 
the same result with a night shift of 
prisoners in the present mili, at a very 
slight increased expense, (and which plan 
is working admirably), is appreciated, and 
will ever be gratefully remembered by the 
tax-payers. 
The policy of teaching so 
m any prisoners a bustness they cannot 
follow after release may be questioned, but 
if the manufacture of jute at San Quentin 
with expensive steam power is a success, 
why would it not be a greater success at 
Folsom, with the cheaper power of water? 
And if the better system of diversified 
trades and industries are decided upon 
water power is equally im portant 
“It is unnecessary in this connection to 
discuss the num ber of prisoners that ought 
to be confined in one prison, for water 
power is adapted to any number. So, that 
Irom any standpoint of view, no matter 
what system or character of 
labor is 
practiced at prisons, or what num ber of 
prisoners employed, whether for house use, 
irrigation or the manufacture of light, the 
value of the State's right to the water power 
of the American river is prominent, as a 
great desideratum, crying for appropri­ 
ation. 
“ But the Slate Prison use of the water 
power, great and im portant as it is, is but 
a speck in its future value. The prison 
appropriation is but a usufruct; the water 
pusses on, and after furnishing the power 
fur unlim ited factory purposes, be'ow may 
be spread out over the Sacramento valley 
and plains, bringing untold acres up to its 
greatest productive power, and making the 
valley bioom and produce equal to any 
part of the earth. 
“ The prospective value and possibilities 
ofthis great dorm ant power is incalculable. 
Let it be appropriated, and at the earliest 
possible m om ent.”

M id d l e t o w n (N. Y.), March 17th.— 
The work of maple sugar making has al­ 
ready begun in the rock-maple forests 
along the western slopes of the Catskills 
and the high lands adjacent to the Dela­ 
ware and Susquehanna rivers. 
The unu­ 
sually deep snows that still linger in the 
sugar orchards give assurance of a pro­ 
tracted How of sap and an abundant sugar 
crop. 
Most of the farmers in the region 
designated m aintain orchards which they 
tap every season, and in the older settled 
sections of Otsego and Delaware counties 
there are venerable maples that have been 
tapped every spring for a hundred years 
or more. 
The quality of the product varies widely, 
from the carelessly made and dirty brown 
article to the pure, limpid, and delicately 
flavored sweet that commands the top 
price of the market. 
The maker realizes 
for the coarser grades of sugar six or eight 
cents a |K>und, and for the finer grades ten 
to twelve cents a pound, while maple syrup 
varies in price according to quality', from 
75 cents to $1 25 per gallon. 
The syrup is 
usually put up in air-tight one-gallon cans, 
and in this form, if properly and cleanly 
made, will retain its flavor for years. 
Probably the production of central and 
northern Xe;v York in a favorable season 
will aggregate 2,000,000 pounds. 
Most of 
the sugar and syrup from this section goes 
to two wholesale dealers in New York, 
each of whom handles about fifty carloads 
during the season. _ 
It is an undeniable fact th at only a 
small ¡Hjrtion of the maple sugar made 
reaches the consumer in a strictly fresh, 
pure, and unadulterated form. 
This is in 
large part due to slovenly methods of man­ 
ufacture. 
The sweet is also extensively 
adulterated bv the adm ixture of the old 
and stale with the fresh product, tor by the 
addition of cane or beet-root sugar, or of 
glucose. 
The latest fraud in this direc­ 
tion, for which a patent has actually been 
taken out, is tbe manufacture of an article 
that is wholly counterfeit. The patentee 
claims that by the cheap and simple pro­ 
cess of flavoring “ any kind of saccharine 
matter, or m ixture of saccharine matters, 
that may be found in the market ” « ith a 
decoction of hickory bark, an im itation 


maple sugar or syrup may be made “ that 
cannot be distinguished from the genuine 
article.” 
A rank and coarse compound of 
this description m ight deceive the inex­ 
perienced 
palate, but the 
connoisseur 
would instantly detect the absence of the 
wild and delicate flavor and fragrance that 
characterize the true maple sweets.—A’. Y.

CITY FINANCES. 


A P ro m in e n t C itizen lia is e s S om e I n te r ­ 
e s tin g a n d S erio u s Q u estio n s. 
E d s. R e c o rd U n io n : 
T he first M onday 
in A pril is m ade by the city charter the be- 
ginniuglof the fiscal year. 
It is from and 
to th is date the City Trustees and A uditor 
are directed to estim ate and provide funds 
for tiie city’s needs. 
It is understood that 
there was quite a large deficit in certain 
funds, notably the police and street funds, 
at the end of the fiscal year ju st passed, and 
th a t it is the intention of the city officers to 
pay the sam e out of the funds provided for 
the present year. To show that this cannot 
be done w ithout violating the C onstitution 
and laws, as well as a decision of the Su­ 
prem e Court, m ade directly to th e point, I 
quote from A rticle 22 of tiie City C harter : 
“ A nd in no case shail a liability be cre­ 
ated or a w arrant draw n against any lund 
beyond the actual am ount of m oney exist­ 
ing in such fund w herew ith to m eet the 
sam e.” 
Section 18, of A rticle 9, of the C onstitu­ 
tion p ro v id es: “ No county, city, tow n, 
tow nship, etc., shall incur any indebted­ 
ness or liability in any m anner, or for any 
purpose exceeding in any year the incom e 
and revenue provided for it for such year. 
* s A ny indebtedness or liability in ­ 
curred contrary to this provision shall be 
void.” 
T he Suprem e Court, in adecision filed on 
th e 31st of last m onth, in the case of 
Schw artz vs. W ilson, A uditor, etc., after 
giving a history of the case, says : 
In San Francisco vs. Brlckwedel (62 Cat., 641) 
it was said : “ Each year’s income and revenue 
m ust pay each year's Indebtedness aud liability, 
and no indebtedness or liability incurred in any 
one year shall be paid out of the income or rev­ 
enue of any future year.” 
The 18th Section of Article XI. of our Consti­ 
tution provides that in cases like the present no 
indebtedness or liability shall in anv m anner or 
for any purpose be incurred exceeding in any 
year the income and revenue provided for such 
year « f t * * Any allowance m ade contrary 
to the provisions of this section shall be null 
and void, and the Auditor shall not draw his 
w arrant therefor, uor the Treasurer pav the 
same.” 
' 
Were the question discussed in San Francisco 
vs. Brickwedel a new oue. we m ight hesitate in 
reaching the conclusion arrived at there, but, 
in view of the very salutary influence it is cal­ 
culated to exercise over public affairs, and in 
view of the fact that since 1882 all persons hav­ 
ing dealings w ith these m unicipalities m ust be 
presum ed to have done so in view of tho con­ 
stitutional construction given in that case, we 
are not inclined to overturn it. 
We deem it conclusive of the present case and 
the judgm ent appealed from is affirmed. 
It will be interesting to the taxpayers of 
this city, in view of the foregoing, to see if 
tiie bosses can force extra m en on the 
police and force the paym ent of their sala­ 
re s . 
If a debt of $10,000 can be carried 
over this year, w hy not $50.000 next year? 
11 was in ju st this m anner the present enor­ 
m ous city debt was created. 
O f course 
A uditor McKee could n eith er create this 
liability spoken of or prevent it, hut, 
should he sign a w arrant to pay one dollar 
of it. he becomes equally Hable to the 
charge of m alfeasance in office, and vio­ 
lates his oath. 
Let him refuse an d wait 
for m andam us proceedings.

o f th e Sacram ento City aud County Im ­ 
provem ent Association was the encourage­ 
m ent of new business enterprises, and to 
th at end a com m ittee was appointed on 
m anufactures. 
T his com m ittee is com ­ 
posed ot thoroughly com petent business 
m en, and they have not been idle. 
The 
m anufacturing establishm ents in this cily 
are ail on a paying basis, and there is 
plenty of room for m ore. 
New industries 
are springing up on every hand, an d no 
enterprise th at is conducted on bnsiness 
principles need fail here. 
T he com m ittee, 
in view of the fact th st there is but one 
canning establishm ent in 
inis city, 1.» 
decided to start another, and th eir sugges­ 
tion m eets w ith approval on every hand. 
Sacram ento city is in the m idst of the 
largest and m ost productive fruit section in 
this State, and thousands o f dollars' w orth 
of fruit goes to waste annually, because it 
ripens too fast for export and the facilities 
for canning are inadequate to handle the 
crops. 
A s to the benefits derived from, 
such industries, take Santa Clara valley for 
an exam ple. 
It has several canneries, 
three of w hich are in the town o f San 
Jose. 
T hey are m oney m aking establish­ 
m ents. a perfect boon to the fruit-raiser. 
T he com m ittee has decided to organize a 
com pany, to he know n as the Sacram ento 
F ru it Racking, C anning and D rying Com­ 
pany. 
To th at end they have secured a 
refusal for thirty days of the St. Louis 
B rew ery property, corner of Sixth and G 
streets, for $8,000. 
It is adm irably located, 
as fruit can tie unloaded from cars at the 
ir' nt doors of the w arehouse. 
T he lot is 
3 Ox 100. 
A two-S'ory brick building, w ith 
cem ented cellars beneath, extends from G 
to the alley, 160 feet, is 30 feet in w idth, in 
excellent repair and w ill need hut little 
changing to adapt it to the business. 
The 
buildings on this property cost originally 
over $20,000. 
It contains an engine w ith 
capacity sufficient for all pow er purposes, 
and no better location for the handling of 
fruit and the product ot the cannery could 
be found w ithin th e city lim its. 
T he projectors propose form ing a corpo­ 
ration, say of 5,000 shares, at a par value of 
$10eaeh. T hey are of the opinion tb at during 
the first year it will not be necessary to call 
in m ore than 20 per cent, o f the subscribed 
stock, and after the first year the business 
will pay its way and return handsom e divi­ 
dends. 
T he property can ha purchased by 
a p ay m en t of $3.000 cash, and leaving a

Surely no 
better opportunity for a safe investm ent 
was ever offered in this city, and the capital 
stock w ill all be spoken for before the sam e 
can be issued.

T he Suprem e Court has rendered a d e c i-1 
sion in the cace of W . W . Brison vs. Carrie 
M. Brison. appealed1 from th e Superior 
C ourt of this c o u n ty . 
B rison was the 
ow ner of 483 acres of Iat.'d in this county, 
a portion of the R ancho do los Am ericanos, 
u ntil M ay 4,1881. 
T here w as a m ortgage 
o f $9,600 upon th is property, and in order 
to raise the m oney to pay it i r e husband 
w ent to A rizona, w here be engaged in :* in- 
ing. 
Before leaving his wife ho was de­ 
sirous of m aking his w ill, so th a t the 
property should go to her, bu t being influ­ 
enced by the w ish to save the expense o f 
probate proceedings in case o f his death, 
and having confidence on his wife’s parole 
prom ise tb at she w ould reconvc-7 th e prop­ 
erty to him noon liis request, he m ade a 
deed to her absolute in form , and took no 
w ritten acknow ledgm ent. 
T he deed re­ 
cited that it w as in consideration of love 
and affection, and of th e sum of one dollar, 
the receipt of w hich w as acknowledged. 
M r. Brison returned to Sacram ento on Sep­ 
tem ber 9,1886, an d was surprised whenffiis 
wife refused to longer live w ith him c r to 
convey the property according to h er pro­ 
m ise. 
H e brought suit in Sacram ento to 
compel her to give it up, but judgm ent w.-.s 
given against him orr technical grounds. 
T he Suprem o C ourt has now reversed the 
judgm ent on th e ground th at the prom ise 
by w hich be was induced to m ake the deed 
was in bad faith and false, and th at the de­ 
fendant is estopped from denying the con­ 
dition upon w hich she took the deed by 
reason ot the confidential relations existing 
between m an and wife.

RULE I. 
H-Mir for Opening of Court.'—The hour of 10 
o'clock a. m. is fixed for the opening of Court. 
rci.b n. 
Ex Parte Motion?—Naturalizations.—Ex parte 
motious wiil l»e in order each dny upon the 
opening of Court in the morning, hut not after 
any case has been taken up lor trial or argu­ 
ment. Applications for naturalization will be 
regarded as ex parte matters, and may be heard 
in either Department. 
RULE III. 
Designation of Departments —For the conve 
nient and orderly transaction of biudness, this 
Court, when not titlin? m bunk, wiil sit in De­ 
partments, to be designated ” Department No. 
1,' and “ Department So. 2.’ 
BULE IV. 
Assignment of Court-rooms.— lJer»artment 
Number One will sit in the west Courtroom, 
and Department Number Two in the east Court­ 
room. The Court will sit in bank in either j 
Court-rooin, according to convenience. 
RU.E v. 
Presiding in Departments.—Judge Armstrong 
will preside in Department One, and Judge Van i 
Fleet in Department Two. The Judge ot either j 
Department, however, may, by request, or in 
the abs* uce or sickness of the Judge thereof, 
preside in the other Department for the trial or 
disposition of any cause or proceeding. 
RULE VI. 
Assignment of Business to Departments.—All 
proceedings iu insolvency and all criminal pro­ 
ceedings, original and on appeal, are assigned 
to Department One. All probate proceedings 
are assigned to Department Two. All other 
actions end special proceedings, original or ou 
appeal, are assigned as follows: The same 
snail be distributed by the Clerk between said 
Departments equally, iu rotation in the order of 
their numbers, at the time such casts are com­ 
menced. or record filed—the odd numbers to be 
assigned to Department One, and the even num­ 
bers to Department Two—and the Clerk shall 
number such aciious regularly and soou as filed, 
iu numerical sequence, and shall designate in a 
proper manner ui*oa the first pleading or pauer 
filed iu any such action, the D epartm ent'to 
which the same is assigned by this rule. Any 
action or proceeding, civil or criminal, may be 
transferred from the Department to which it :s 
hereby assigned by order o! the presiding Judge 
thereof, to he o tie r Department, for trial or 
other disposition by the consent of the Judge to 
whose Department it is so transferred. 
RULE VII. 
Preparation of File Papers—Amendments.— 
Ail documents and pleadings intended for the 
files of this Court shall be on paper known as 
•‘legal cap,” of good quality, and without 
erasures or interliue Uions, unless noted thereon 
by the Clerk at the time of filiug. No origiual 
pleading or paper shall be amended by making 
erasures or interlineations thereon, nor by at­ 
taching slips thereto, except by leave of Court. 
RULE VIII. 
Calendars to be Kept by C lerk.-The Clerk 
shall keep two c alendars for the use of each De­ 
partment of the Court; one to be called “ The 
Law Calendar" and the other •• The Trial Cal­ 
endar." 
RULE IX. 
Law Calendar—How Prepared—When Heard. 
—The law calendar of both Departments of said 
Court shall be beard ou Friday of each week— 
that of Department One to be called at 1:30

Said calendar shall consist of such 
matter.' as the Clerk shall have been directed, 
before ó o'clock i*. m. of the preceding Wednes­ 
day, by any party to a proceeding to place 
thereon.

Notice of Hearing of Motions.—In the follow­ 
ing cases, placing the motion or other matter 
on the law* calendar shall be sufficient notice 
to the opposite party. 
First—Argument of a demurrer to a complaint 
or answer ; or motion in arrest of judgm ent: or 
for judgment ou special verdict: or to set aside 
a nonsuit: or motion for judgment on agreed 
case, if the matter shall be placed on the law 
calendar before a law day intervenes, and after 
the demurrer is filed or motion is ripe for hear­ 
ing. 
second—When notice of any other motion has 
been once duly giveu and the entry on the law 
calendar has been maintained without the 
intermission of a law day. 
Any matter on2c n the law calendar shall 
not be continued thereon as of course, but if the 
entry of such matter is dropped for ouelaw day, 
two day’s notice of its re-entry thereon shall be 
given.

Motions—How and When to be Made, and 
what Notice thereof Shall be Given —In case 
any motion other than an ex parte one, or one 
specified in Hule X. is to be made, a notice 
shall be served upon the opposite party or his 
attorney, specifying tfe relief or order asked, 
rhe papers or records on which the same 
will be grounded; and. if the motion be lor 
irregularity, specifying the irregularity com­ 
plained of: it to amend complaint oranswe-, 
then containing the proposed amc ndment or 
amendments, and referring intelli ;ibly to the 
place or places of their insertion : if to strike 
out the whole or any part of the complaint or 
answer, designating particularly the portion 
against which the motion will be directed.

RULE XII. 
Arguments to be Limited as to Number of Coun­ 
sel and Time, on Law Davs.—No more than one 
counsel on a side will be heard in the argument 
of motions and demurrers upon law days, ex­ 
cept in peculiar and important cases ; but each 
defendant who has appeared separately may be 
heard through his own counsel. The counsel 
for each patty shall r>e allowed in the argument 
of a motion or demurrer fifteen minutes, unless 
an extension of time be obtained before the ar­ 
gument is commenced. 
RULE XIII. 
Trial Calender—How Prepared and when 
Called—Demand for Jury.—On the last day in 
the month the trial calender for each Depart­ 
ment will be called at the hour the Depart­ 
ments open, respectively, and the cases thereon 
set for trial.

AN ODE TO LAMB. 
■ Hind quarters of the type of innocence, 
, Whether with peas und mint I must dispense, 
Or go the twain, blaspheming the expense, 
■ And thus enjoy thee in thejfullest sense ? 
That is the question. 
Rear section of young mutton—tender food, 
Just in the dawn of grass-fed jucybood: 
Dainties like thee should uot be served up nude 
Hut graced with all the trimmiugs understood, 
To help digestion. 
Then boil the peas, the fragrant mint prepare; 
Be thou, prime joiut, not overdone nor rare; 
Concoct the gravy witli exceeding care. 
When all is ready, serve—I shall De there— 
I always am. 


If your child has the ear ache, ti rn a 
drop of milk as hot as can be liorne into 
the ear and cover it quickly with a bit of 
cotton hatting. 
This simple remedy has 
relieved many obstinated cases of ear ache. 
To tell cake in the oven, never insert a 
broom splinter, hut draw it gently forward 
and put the ear close to the loaf; if it is 
not done there will be a little sputtering 
sound. 
When it is thoroughly baked 
there will be no sound. 
To make peach pudding take two eggs, 
one cup of sweet milk, creamery buttered 
flour enough to make a stiff" hatter, as 
many peaches (previously pared and sliced 
thin) as can be stirred in; steam it two 
hours and serve hot with sauce. 
To prevent pie juice from running out 
in the oven, make a little opening in the 
upper crust aud insert a little roll of brown 
paper [lerpendicularly. 
The steam will 
escape from it as from a chimney, and all 
the juice will he retained in the pie. 
To make peach dumplings take two cups 
of creamery buttered (lour, add one cup of 
water, mix quickly and thoroughly with a 
spoon ; roll out to the thickness of a wafer 
and cut into squ ires; lay in the center of 
each a peach (previously stonedj, and 
bring the corners of the square neatly to­ 
gether. 
Bake in pans or put in cloths, 
previously dusted with flour, and cook in 
noiling water in the usual wav.

The mantlepieec was of white marble, 
and as the effect is much better if the over­ 
mantel matches the under part, we saved 
th at belonging to our set for the drawing­ 
room, and had a white enamel one made 
for the dining-room. 
It was not expen­ 
sive, and as the effect was very good 1 will 
describe it. 
The carpenter cut a large 
square of deal of the same length as t lie 
mantelpiece, only with a painted top. 
He 
cut out a square in the center and inserted 
a looking-glass. 
H e fastened a straight 
shelf below the glass and sent it home. 
I 
then bought a few yards of Lincrusta AA’al- 
ton bordering, about two inches wide, and 
nailed it with little tacks round the glass 
and round all the outer part of the wood 
work, the painted top, and the edge of the 
shelf, taking great cure to ti: the corners 
perfectly. 
AY lien this was done, everything, except 
the glass, had three coats of w hite enamel. 
This ought to he put on witli a soft and 
rather small brush, to prevent any ap­ 
pearance of lines on the surface when dry. 
As the white enamel is rather expen­ 
sive, it is a good plan to let the lirst two 
coats he of ordinary w hite paint, and the 
}ast of enamel. 
It looks just as well, and 
is much cheaper. 
A less expensive overmantel can be made 
by—instead of inserting the looking-glass 
—having a nail driven into the center and 
simply hanging it on. The effect is hardly 
so good. 
Ours looked beautiful on the blue back­ 
ground. 
And having once begun to paint, 
1 painted a little shelf to correspond ; it 
had a painted hack, and was hung over the 
door to give it bight. 
Had 1 been going 
to have pictures in the room 1 should have 
painted their frames, but pictures would 
not look well with our worked panels, 
which are pictures in themselves. 
The 
room was lighted by a hanging lamp and 
two gas brackets, all made of hammered 
iron and white milky glass, just the thing 
for our room. 
The lamp hangs just over 
the dinner-table, and is most beautiful. 
A 
great vase of the same lovely glass stands 
in one corner filled with grasses and dried 
leaves, aud two iron and glass candlesticks 
decorate the sideboard.—CaxseW* Family 
Magazine for J lay.

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D ouble R uns for P oultry. 
The importan -e of double runs for poul­ 
try is not appreciated by the majority of 
amateurs who try growing poultry on a 
small scale, and yet these double runs are 
of untold value. 
The object of the double 
run is to supply the birds with fresh 
ground and thus prevent any tainting of 
it. so prolific a source of disease in small 
yards. 
< bily one run at a time ought to he oc­ 
cupied by the fowls, and the other may lie 
profitably employed with growing vegeta­ 
bles, which will lie found to thrive aston­ 
ishingly in such a place. 
One not only 
gets the profits of some quick-growing 
crops by such a process, hut the soil has at 
the same time been purified and brought 
into good condition for the poultry. 
If 
each run is thus alternated hv fowls and 
crops, say every four months, the diseases 
so common in poultry runs will lie few and 
far between. 
The efficacy of this plan has been proven 
to the writer's own satisfaction, anil is well 
worth a trial. 
There appears no reason 
why farmers should not make poultry one 
of a series in a rotation of crops, as by this 
means the land occupied by the fowls 
is well manured, and before lieing used 
again by the birds is purified by the crops 
grown thereon. 
It may happen that the small poultry 
keeper cannot aflord these double runs. 
In that case a good plan would lie to lay 
down the one run he has in gravel, as that 
can lie more easily removed and renewed 
than earth, and then it is not so readily 
contaminated by the droppings as soil.— 
Florida Agriculturist.

my fellotv teachers, who can possibly rake 
and scrape together enough of the “ root of 
all evil,” to make the trip. 
There is no 
summer school in the land, Saratoga, Mar­ 
tha’s A'inevard, or Normal Park, with the 
“ mud pie” attachm ent uot excepted, which 
can begin to give teachers so much of pos­ 
itively useful aud actual knowledge for 
their school-rooms as the grand and won­ 
derful things they can see by wandering 
over the “ primary land mass” of America. 
The most learned lectures, the finest ex­ 
positions of pedagogical truth, sink into 
insignificance before the lessons, geograph­ 
ical, geological, botanical, zoological and 
ethnological, that two thousand miles of 
prairies, mountains and broad plateaus 
have for teachers. 
Then it is such a very 
easy thing to do—a comfortable Pullman 
or an airy Tourists’ car, good company, 
and, from Chicago, five days of magnificent 
panoramas. 
There is not a tedious nor 
uninteresting moment anyw here; it is one 
continued pleasure th at even the heat and 
biting alkali of the desert cannot abate. 
For seven hundred miles is the rolling 
prairie—the erstwhile homes of vast herds 
of buffaloes, now opened to the world by 
virtue of the iron horse. 
Then breathe 
the pure, bracing air seven thousand feet 
above the sea, and behold the prairies run­ 
ning d ear to the base of the foothills, be­ 
yond which glisten the snowy tops of the 
glorious Rockies. 
The prairie clase to the 
mountains is a desert no longer; thV skill 
of the AVesteru Yankee has changed it 
into a paradise covered with bountiful 
crops, aud beautiful thriving cities and 
villages. 
Denver itself, nestled in the 
rugged flanks of the buttresses of the great 
plateau, Ls a sight worth the journey to 
see. 
Then over the mountains, by snow- 
clad peaks, through deep canyons, wind­ 
ing up precipices, we behold a moving 
panorama of mountains and tumbling wa­ 
ter, unrolling itself before our never-satis- 
lied vision, a succession of beauty and 
grandeur, too soon fading. 
I once thought, at least my old Sm ith’s 
geography said, that a “ plateau is a high 
plain.” 
It is plain th at the geography 
was wrong, for there is very little land in 
our G reat Basin that can be called a plain; 
rugged, crumbling mountains, turn where 
you w ill; a grand opportunity everywhere 
for studying world-building.

As for zoology, the prairie dogs, with their 
bosom friends the owls, jackrabbits, and 
rattlesnakes, gaze at you from their count­ 
less villages as you w hirl through the 
desert; at least the dogs and owls gaze; I 
am not so sure about the rattlesnake’s 
vision. 
Two days in the Great Basin and 
the snow-crowned Sierras delight your 
soul. 
You can stop a day in the beautiful 
cities of Carson and Reno, or in another 
day go to A'irginia City and drop down 
into the earth 5,*200 feet. 
One day’s ride 
in a coach from ( ’arson City will take yi u 
up the steep sides of the Sierras to Lake 
Tahoe, the most beautiful lake in the wide 
world. 
Joining the Central Pacific again 
at Truckee, you slide down the slopes of 
mountains, through thirty miles of snow 
shetls, past magnificent scenery, into the 
lovely valley of California; lunch at Sac­ 
ramento, and speed away down the valley 
to the liospitable city of Oakland; a steamer 
ride of thirty minutes and you are at the 
city of the Golden Gate—San Francisco.

The county of Shasta is beyond doubt 
the best in tbs State to-day for investm ent.

It is 
true, sir, that there is ntrt a-oounty lying in 
rr bordering on the Sacramento volley that 
does net to-day offer tea times the induce­ 
ments to settlers than does the country 
southef Kern and Mereed. W h ü e l would 
not detract one thing from, any port of this 
State, I believe, sir. that in the northern 
portion of this valley, on the headwaters of 
the Sacramento, in Shasta connly, we have 
w hat will be in time not only the garden 
spot of California, but the world. I am not 
prosy, and you know i t ; for our rapidly- 
developing section is proof of all I sav. 
“ Man wants but little here below,” but 
that little is climate, productive soil, crystal 
streams of never-failing water, a health- 
giving atm osphere—and that is to be found, 
with all its auxiliaries, in Shasta. You 
have the Sacramento at your feet. A m ud­ 
dy stream, it is the source of your wealth. 
We have it, descending into the valleys, a 
bright, sparkling, clear stream, cool, from 
Mount Shasta, giving life to vegetation of 
every character—easily diverted to irrigate 
millions of aeree; furnishing water power 
sufficient 
to 
turn 
all 
the 
wheels 
of manufacture in this coast. 
As 
to 
scenery, no county in the State can equal 
us, save only Mariposa, and take from her 
the fall of Yosemite and we can discount 
her. Ours is all beautiful, as all wiil testify 
who have gone over the California and Or­ 
egon Railroad, as it follows the windings 
of the Little Sacramento to the base of Mt. 
Shasta. But what is scenery ? 
It is food 
for the admirer oí the beauties of nature, 
and here the individual who loves to look 
upon the handiwork of the Creator finds -a 
feast that will last a lifetime. H er m oun­ 
tains the highest, her valleys the most fer­ 
tile, her flora the most varied and fragrant, 
her timber embracing every species of oak 
and the entire conifer iamiiy and flow­ 
ering and nut-bearing shrubs not found 
elsewhere in the State. Rivers that burst 
forth from the base of mountains, cool, 
dear, and filled with the finest W the finny 
tribe.

S. T. Alexander, of Oakland, a capitalist 
who has visited every portion of the State 
has invested $150,000 in the neighborhood 
of Shasta within the past few months, and 
will spend as m uch more in their im ­ 
provement within the coming year. 
A new $20,000 brick hotel, 50x150 and 
two stories in hight, is in course of erection 
opposite the railroad depot, and will be 
ready for occupancy by the first of July. 
Three handsome brick buildings are go­ 
ing up adjoining the hotel, all of which 
will be used for business houses. One 
building in this business block will be 
used for banking purposes, an institution 
which has become a necessity in that wide­ 
awake aud go ahead community.

a large business. In addition there is a 
furniture house carrying a large stock, a 
newly-established hardware house and tin 
shop, two drug stores, two first-class hotels, 
two liveries, one jewelry store, two meat 
shops, real estate offices and other estab­ 
lishm ents of m inor im portance; ail do a 
rushing business the year round. 
The 
town is situated in an oak grove, on gradu­ 
ally ascending second bottom land, which 
extends to the hills on the west 150 feet 
higher than the town, and in which direc­ 
tion 
the residence portion is steadily 
growing, to eventually be extended to the 
hilltops, where the scenery is really grand 
and beautiful, aud where some day hand­ 
some residences and beautiful yards will 
attract ali persons with taste who enjoy 
rich and varied improvements. 
Our surrounding territory susceptible of 
cultivation is not excelled—we might con­ 
fidently say it is unequaled—in the State. 
For twenty miles on either side of us, east 
and west, hills and valleys form magnifi- 
ceutly rich fruit regions, either deciduous 
or citrus, there being no railroads and no 
towns of much importance to draw the 
trade from Anderson, the nearest railroad 
station. 
Further on, as we reach into the 
mountains, we have a territory rich in 
stock-raising, mining and mountain farm­ 
ing.

“ The Original Mr. Jacobs ” is the title d ' 
a remarkabfy vicious book from the press 
of the Minerva Publishing Company, New 
York. It is the work recently prohibited 
from sale upon the New York elevated 
railways. It is a coM-bloodeJ and unsup­ 
ported assault upon the Jewish people ev­ 
erywhere, *rr.I of til tongues and climes. 
The author, who appears to have had most 
of his experience in France, gives evidence 
upon every page of the bitterness of his 
prejudices and the depth of his hatred 
against -the Jews. lie is, therefore, sel- 
confesst ft, a partial critic, and the very last 
of men to write of the history of the Jews, 
of their habits, social and business Hie, and 
their relation to modern institutions. 
One would think, to accept the state­ 
ments of this book, that all vice, selfish­ 
ness, uncbarit&bleness and inhum anity are 
concentrated in the Jewish race, while 
Gentiles of ail creeds are harmless peoples, 
and to be pitied as the hapless ard helpless 
prey of the ravenous Hebrew 
That we 
should not misjudge the author of this sen­ 
sational work, we have read it with pa­ 
tience and such judicial calm es is possible 
to be maintained iu the face of so gross 
and vicious a book. The Jew may not be 
all that can be desired in hum anity,'neither 
can we classed as Gentiles claim to have 
filled the schedule of all the virtues requi- 
si e for a perfect race. But that the Jew, 
as we know him iu America, is the im ­ 
placable enemy of man, and the devouring 
liend of all things pure and elevating, none 
except the author of this remarkable vol­ 
ume, behind which he hides iu cowardly 
anonymity, will undertake to m aintain. ' 
The chief points of the work are not 
difficult of presentation in a few lines. Its 
claim is that the life’s aim and purpose of 
the Semite is to reduce the Aryan to servi­ 
tude, or, at least, “ to put him to severest 
straits.” 
In line with this purpose, the 
hand of the Jew, il is charged, is against 
all men. For the spoliation of ail not of 
his religion, the work proceeds to set forth, 
he prostitutes truth, silences conscience, 
and debases his manhood. He is justly 
contemned of men and despised of races, 
and iu all lands is rejected from good so­ 
ciety (or only tolerated because of his 
ability to lend and to collect usury). He 
adheres to barbarous practices where he is 
least advanced, sacrifices hum an life upon 
his altars, and engages in the eating and 
drinking of the blood of his enemies, líe 
is vulgar, arrogant, and excessively am or­ 
ous ; he respects not the virtue of Gentile 
women, and holds him self absolved from 
the natural consequences of offense against 
them. He is insolent, but never proud. 
Religion is with him of but secondary im ­ 
portance. 
Virginity, 
virtue, innocence, 
purity, are only so much capital with the 
Jew. The controlling instincts of the Jew, 
this 
precious 
volume 
of malevolence 
charges, are the hoarding of property and 
the punishm ent of the Gentile. He is the 
author of the Commune and N ihilism : he 
assumes other religions to accomplish plots 
and betray Gentiles; he is a flatterer and 
blackmailer and a corrupter of good morals 
and manners. He is not original, but all 
his learning is derived from the researches 
of others, which he insolently parades as 
the result of his own investigation. 
So the volume proceeds, each point being 
illustrated witli a great num ber of stories 
dating from the pre-Christian era to tb ¡3 
day, and involving the names of poets, 
historians, composers, artists, journalists, 
financiers, priests, kings, queens, peasants 
and nobles. Some of these tales are dang­ 
erous in the application 
made, because 
they happen to be in good part true; but 
in nine instances out of ten they are 
warped, contorted and colored into premi­ 
ses for abhorrent conclusions. The answer 
to the indictment this book purports to be, 
is that there is no race of men of whom, 
by diligently selecting instances of in­ 
justice, 
wrong-doing, 
uncharitableness, 
crime, hypocrisy, deceit and inhum anity, 
may not be said—accepting the selected 
instances as illustrative ot the race traits, 
and characteristics—mainly as cruel, harsh 
and horrible things, as the author of the 
volume under review utters against the 
Jews. 
W hile it Í3 true that Judaism retains its 
compactness, and that the Hebrews under 
all skies and speaking many tongues are 
Hebrews still, it is also true that no re­ 
ligion of some centuries of history since 
the beginning of tba Christian era exhibits 
so little of intolerance, cruelty and perse­ 
cution as theirs. No religion has had so 
little to do as a motor with fomenting dis­ 
cord or plunging nations into w ars’ So­ 
cially the Jew —notably in Kurope—has 
been set apart, but that this is to be used as 
a basic fact upon which to build a super­ 
structure of hatred and enmity, or as rea­ 
son for invoking upon 
the Jew such 
anathemas as find place in this volume, is 
intolerable to thought. The author of the 
book insults the intelligence of mankind 
when he asks it to believe tbat the Jew. 
because he is a Jew, is the source oi more 
social ills, lawlessness and misery than 
any other race of men. 
In short, this 
book, which is so sensationally written, 
so plausible in its application of historical 
facts to the scheme of the volume; which 
is so adroit in its m anner and cunning in 
its devices, is 
really but a cardboard 
structure after all, since the man of intel­ 
ligence as he peruses it must reflect upon 
the ease with which a companion volume 
might be compiled as seriously charging 
and as hotly vituperating, with a dozen or 
more nations and raee3 as the subjects of 
indictm ent for injustice, intolerance, inhu­ 
manity. outrage, corruption, lawlessness, 
deceit, hypocrisy and cruelly, on the basis 
of instances that may be cited in as great 
number from the history of each. 
The 
cheat of the volume will" appear speedily 
to the 
tbougi.ric! 
and well-infbrni- J 
reader, while the illogical charac'cr of its 
arguments cannot escape the notice of the 
least skilled. That it will be an vthing more 
than a passing amWlcious sensation, with 
its extravagance, "untruth and unreason, 
in which are mingled some grains of truth, 
is unthinkable. The author evidently set 
about to produce a book that, by reason of 
its extravagant character, 
would attain 
some notoriety, and thus, by stimulation of 
punlic curiosity, serve to line his pocket 
well. -This cannot now be averted, sinre 
he has succeeded in inducing a foolish rail­ 
way company to exclude the work from its 
statkmis and cars, an act that contributed to 
the end he desired most to accomplish. 
Compared with Ingersoll’s arraignment of 
Christianity and the Christian church, this 
volume is in rib wise comparable for brill­ 
iancy, incisiveness or force, nor yet for 
seriousness of charges laid and offenses cat­ 
alogued. But Mr. IngersoU’s publishers 
were not so foriunateas to procure an order 
of exclusion of his books from dealers' 
shelves. Christianity sustained JngersoU’s 
heavier assaults with complacency; Juda­ 
ism will not be more disturbed by the 
lance now poised against it.
